Candidate's Statement in Re- 
gard to Campaign Fund 
Publicity 



Lincoln, Neb., July 3— 'The stream of 
callers and of letters all expressive of 
the best wishes for the political 
future of W. J. Bryan, was interrupted 
today when Hermann Ridder, editor 
of the -New York Staats Zeltung, 
called at Fairview and asked Mr. 
Bryan to withdraw from the contest 
"in favor of some Democrat who 
could win." The interview between 
Mr. Kidder and Mr. Bryan was 
pleasant and of the frankest nature 
throughout. Mr. Ridder told Mr. 
Bryan In as many words that he. 
would oppose htm openly at the Den- 
ver convention, but that in the event 
of his being nominated to head the 
ticket the Staats Zeltung and Mr. 
Ridder personally would support the 
ticket. Mr. Rider told Mr. Bryan that 
It was a matter for the consideration 
of the latter whether -'T not he should 
accept a third nomination and wreck 
the chances of the Democratic party 
to head the ticket in t lie coming elec- 
tion. "I do not believe we can carry 
New York if you are nominated," 
said Mr. Ridder. 

"I cannot agree with you," replied 
Mr. Bryan, "but even though I am un- 
able to carry that sc. etc 1 believe I 
can bo elected without the elcetor- 
ical yoto of that state." 

Later Mr. Ridder gave out the sub- 
stance of his talk with the Democratic 
leader. During the conference he pre- 
sented to Mr. Bryan a typewritten 
copy of a proposed plank, advocating 
the removal of tariff on wood pulp, to 
which Mr. Bdyan wrote across the 
bottom: "I am In favor of the above 
plank Just the way It Is." Mr. Ridder 
will carry this bit of paper to the con- 
vention, and there Is little doubt of 
its being Incorporated In the platform 
by the convention. 

Mr. Bryan in a speech at a ban- 
quet here tonight, given in his honor 
by Nebraska traveling men, said that 
If the Denver convention did not in- 
corporate in Its . platform a specific 
and plain campaign fund publicity 
resolution It must look elsewhere 
than Nebraska for a presidential 
candidate. The declaration was made 
in connection with a discussion he 
Indulged in regarding the 

action nf the Republican conven- 
tion in falling to Insert such a plank, 
as lie said "After President Roosevelt 
and Mr. Taft had both declared them- 
selves In favor of such action," and 
was made with a sincerity that left 
no doubt in the minds of his hearers 
that he meant all he said.

Provision is made in the programme 
for the receipt of motions to limit 
seconding speeches to presidential 
nominations and to limit both nomin- 
ating und seconding speeches for the 
vice-president. There will be no 
limits placed on the presidential 
nomination speeches. 

The order of business arranged for 
the national committee calls for a 
decided simplification of the method 
of disposing of contests. — To hear the 
testimony and determine the merits 
of these contests, it is stated thaTTslx 
sub-committees of five members each 
shall be appointed, one sub-committee 
for each contesting state. These sub- 
committees will meet simultaneously 
and all will report at the same time 
to an adjourned meeting of the whole 
committee. The reports will be 
adopted without discussion. This Is 
a new method of disposing of the con- 
tests, and is expected to so expedite 
matters that everything can be 
cleared in an afternoon.

IMPRISONED MINERS 
THREATENED BY FIRE 



Horror of Russian Colliery Dis- 
aster Greatly In- 
• creased 



Yusovo, Russia, July 3. — The bodies 
of 214 persons recovered from the 
Rikovsky mine, which yesterday' was 
the scene of an explosion of gas, were 
burled today. 

Today the horror of the situation 
added to by fire penetrating the in- 
ner galleries, where there are 150 men 
Imprisoned making the efforts of the 
rescuers almost useless. Behind heaps 
of fallen debris could be heard all day 
cries for help. 

Fifty three bodies were taken out 
today, all terribly mutilated, some of 
the men having been burned to death, 
while the heads and limbs of others 
had been torn off by the force of the 
explosion. 

Seventy-five wounded also were tak- 
en out and sent to the hospital. Of 
these ten succumbed during the day, 
and many others are in a precarious 
condition. 

Three women who stood at the 
mouth of the pit and recognized the 
bodies of their husbands, dropped dead 
from shock. A number of others have 
gone mad.

Tho colonel, major, cap- 
tain and lieutenants of the. regiment 
to which the soldier belonged will all 
be disciplined by a confinement of 
from three to seven days. The prompt 
action of Prince Ito is significant of 
tiie determination of Japan that tho 
soldiers maintain a proper attitude 
toward foreigners, Tho charge against 
the soldier was tho violation of an 
American home, and the disciplining of 
the' officers was due to the fact that 
soldiers of the same regiment recently 
participated in the damaging of an 
American Presbyterian mission school 
building in Fiju.

Ottawa, July 3. — The house spent 
the whole of the three sessions today 
in considering the elections act. The 
whole of the morning session was oc- 
cupied in discussing tho clause pro- 
hibiting payment for the conveyance 
of voters to tho polls. The penalty la 
disqualification at the particular el- 
ection being held. 

Mr. Bennett pointed out that all a 
man had to do -was to. vote early, and 
then he could spend the remainder of 
the day driving voters to the polls. 

Mr. Lancaster wanted tho clause so 
amended that livery stable men could 
rent teams on election days so long 
as they did not charge more than the 
ordinary tariff. '. 
. Mr. Alcorn moved several amend- 
ments taken from tho bill ho Introduc- 
ed earlier in the session, but they wore 
one and all rejected by the govern- 
ment. One of them dealt with tho 
statement of expenses which must be 
made by the candidate. Mr. Alcorn's 
amendment called for a more detailed 
statement of expenses and for certain 
vouchers. 

Mr. Aylesworth thought that these 
details would serve no good purposes, 
and . he would not accept the amend- 
ment. Mr. Alcorn retorted that tho 
amendment was taken almost w6rd 
for word from the British corrnpt 
Practices Act. If Mr. Aylesworth flid 
not think Canada needed to be guard- 
ed against eloctorial advices then Mr, 
Alcorn had nothing more to say. Mr. 
Borden added that in England lllqgal 
election expenditures had been wiped 
out of the enactment of such legisla- 
tion. The amendment was lost. 

Mr. Lake moved an amendment to 
punish government officials who take 
part In election contests.

Mr. Foster taunted the Premier with 
standing before the people and »ro- 
fessing a great desire to prevent iov- 
ernment officials taking an active part 
in politics. When the time camd to 
:iwt these professions into practice the 
Premier fell back and forgot his re- 
sounding platitudes. There were hun- 
dreds of people in the northwest Who 
hardly dared call their souls their own 
for fear of these officials. To this' Sir 
Wilfrid replied that ho could not rise 
to the heights scaled by Mr. Foster. 
He must confess that he was a poor 
miserable sinner. 

Mr. Lake's amendment was defeat- 
ed. 

At the opening of this morning's 
session of the House Mr. Borden pro- 
tested against the government's dlla- 
torlness in bringing down its legisla- 
tion. The opposition, he said, had been 
accused in the country of unduly pro- 
tracting the session, yet at the end of 
seven months the government had not 
even Introduced measure": referred to 
in the speech from the throne. Tho 
promise of a bill for the extension of 
the boundaries was a case hi point. 
Tho opposition was most anxious to 
bring tho session to a close as early 
as possible. , 

Sir Wilfrid Laurler in reply said ho 
would make a statement on Monday 
regarding further legislation, and if 
a Manitoba boundary bill should he 
introduced at all it would be broutfht 
in early next week. The government 
hoped to prorogue before the arrival 
of the Prince of Wales at Quebec. 

Mr. Fielding gives notice of a reso- 
lution providing for further aid to tho 
Canadian Associated Press organiza- 
tion, which for some time past has 
received a subsidy for collecting cable 
news In Great Britain. From July 1, 
1008, to June 30, 1910, it will receive 
a subsidy of $24,000. 

An order-ln-councll was pnssml 
bringing the principal Canadinn cities. 
Including Winnipeg, Vancouver and 
Victoria, under the clauses of tho Im- 
migration act of 1006, requiring every 
hotel or boarding-house keeper re- 
ceiving immigrants within three 
months after their arrival to keep 
conspicuously posted In his house a 
list of the prices charged immigrants, 
and restricting any claim upon immi- 
grants' effects to five dollars. 

Mackenzie King has presented a 
special report to the government on 
the need for suppressing the opium 
traffic in Canada. He gives tho an- 
nual product of the seven B. C. fac- 
tories at $050,000. He thinks there Is 
good reason for believing that much 
of the product Is smuggled Into China, 
and the United States coast cities. Tho 
amount consumed In Canada Is in- 
creasing. He urges parliament to 
adopt restrictive legislation. 

Caught in Quicksand. 

Lothbrldge, Alb., July 3.— Frank 
Snoot, an employee of the Circle ranch 
was drowned yesterday. He was driv- 
ing a herd of cattle across tho river 
vhen his horse mired In tho quicksand 
when he went under and was not scon 
agnln. The horse succeeded In swim- 
mh'g ashore.

^ Att.twa, July 3. — Taylor, the Capital 
lacrosi'e ployer,' who was arrested dur- 
ing Saturdays game for assaulting the 
referee, was again In the police court 
this morning.

TO JUBILEE HOSPITAL 

At Annual Meeting, Dr. Fagan 
and Mrs, Hasell Seek Ex- 
planations 



There was a pood attendance at the 
an' ual meeting of the Woman's Auxil- 
iary of the Royal Jubilee hospital, 
which took place yesterday in the 
board of trade building at 2:30 p. m. 

The minutes of the previous meet- 
ing were read and adopted. 

Executive's Report 

The report of the executive was read 
by the secretary,, Mrs. Hasell, as fol- 
lows: 

Ladies and gentlemen: It is with 
feelings of special interest and thank- 
fulness that we prevent to you the re- 
port of the ninth year of the work of 
this auxiliary. \Ve haVe enjoyed a 
wider recognition and have been en- 
abled to bring our hospital, and its 
needs before a larger public than ev- 
er before, and - in so doing we have 
experienced the great truth that the 
world Is full of kindness, and that 
there l s no limit to "environment" or 
"Interest" When love and sympathy 
are asked our work lias wid- 
ened and strengthened steadily, 
and we are quite content ivlth this 
condition. We give to God the gl >ry 
for all success and we pray for a 
great continuance of the same until 
those undertakings which we are 
bound together to perform stand ac- 
complished and complete. 

Meetings of Interest. 
The executive committee have held 
seven regular meetings during the past 
year. Which have been well attended. 
In April a general meeting was called 
to confer with Ills Worship the Mayor, 
the directors and the clergy of the city, 
and to press the urgent need that long 
contemplated maternity ward be es- 
tablished as soon as possible at (he 
hospital. The mayor. Canon Bean- 
lands, the Ven. Archdeacon Scrlv- 
en. Rev. A. E. Roberts, Alex. 
Wilson all spoke on this subject and 
promised the, the mayor on behalf of 
the city, the clergy for the churches 
that the matter should be brought, be- 
fore t'-e people. It was decided tc 
hold Hospital Sunday this year on 
Sunday, May 21th, and to devote tin 
collections towards this object. It wa> 
further decided to inaugurate "Hos- 
pital Saturday" and to ask the Iadief 
to make street collections for the 
same fund. The meeting was an en- 
thusiastic one, nnd we hope that a 
more general sympathy will be obtain- 
ed for this beautiful memorial to Vic- 
toria the Good. 

The expenditure amounting to $1,- 
OSG.flfi has been devoted as usual, to 
supplying the current needs and com- 
fort at the hospital as requested by 
the matron. These needs are licens- 
ing yearly, owing to the Increased ac- 
commodation at the hospital. We di- 
rect the attention of the women of 
Victoria to this demand and ask one 
and all to associate themselves with 
our society by paying the annual feet 
of $2.00. These fees creates the work- 
ing fund whereby our executive trv 
to provide amply such supplies as 
are needed, and which should ever be 
on hand without stint. ' 

The following articles have been 
purchased during the year: Blan- 
kets', sheets, pillow eases, night dress- 
es, children's night dresses, towels, 
quilts, glass, crockery, ambulatory 
chairs, Christmas fare, while the com- 
mittee made a large number of pneu- 
monia jackets during the afternoons 
devoted to service at the hospital; and 
some warm crimson eider dressing 
gowns were bought and made for the 
children's ward provided by "the school 
children of Comox." 

Special Undertakings. 
The sun room veranda, undertaken 
In 3 00c, as an addition to the children's 
ward has this spring been successfully 
completed at a somewhat larger cost 
than that originally specified. The 
Daughters of Pity came to the rescue 
and Contributed a sum of S,">0 towards 
this additional outlay, so that the full 
cost of $703.00 has been satisfactorily 
discharged. 

Hospital Sunday, Hospital Day and 
Maternity Ward in May of the present 
year. Hospital day was successfully 
inaugurated and held together with 
hospital Sunday in aid of the fund for 
the maternity ward. The financial state- 
ment of this fund will be made by the 
The treasurer, Mrs. A. F\ Griffiths, 
whom we now take occasion to thank 
for her continued service on tills be- 
half. We would like also to place, on 
record our thanks and appreciation 1 for 
the services rendered by those good 
women who undertook to initiate, with 
all becoming modesty and dignity, this 
movement, and who met everywhere 
so perfect and most kindly courtesy 
and recognition. Wo hope to continue 
Hospital day year by year, and confi- 
dently ask for volunteers on this com- 
mittee. 

Children's Cindrella — In January last 
—-by the kindness of Mrs. Dunsmulr — a 
children's fancy dress cindrella was 
held at Government House, under the 
auspices of the joint hospital societies. 
This event proved both delightful and 
financially successful, for the largeness 
of the net profits, which amounted to 
S720, the societies are indebted to the 
lieutenant-governor, who very gener- 
ously intimated that the full return's 
were to bo given to the cause. He 
himself defrayed all expenses inci- 
dental to the undertaking. 

Chrlstmastldc was observed quietly, 
but very happily, this year. The hos- 
pital was crowded with sick people, 
nnd no especial entertainment' could 
therefore be organized. A Christmas 
tree was, however, given in tin; chil- 
dren's ward, and the usual smaller 
trees were decorated for the wards by 
the Daughters of Pity and seasonable 
remembrances made to the Isolation 
and the Marine hospitals. 

The press have, as always, extended 
to us every kindness and much space 
during the year, for which we offer 
our most' hearty thanks. 

The Emergency club has most kind- 
ly offered to hold a sale of work, either 
in co-oporation with some individual 
effort made by our society, or under 
Us own auspices, in aid of the matern- 
ity Ward fund. This offer has been 
ir.ost thankfully accepted by us, and 
,\vo Invite for It a full patronage when- 
ever a date Is fixed. Our thanks are 
also due in large measure to our npe- 
clal committees — canvassing, visiting, 
purchasing, and sowing. The work of 
the first 'named committee Is becoming 
very arduous owing to the rapid growth 
and extension of the city. The work Is 
pressing, for we should keep pace by 
doubling our membership if we are to 
maintain our standard of efficiency. 
We call now for volunteers, and as- 
sure all neophytes that Ihe'wnrk Is by 
no means to be feared. Those who 
have, undertaken It now for many 
years haVo few experiences save such 
us are. of a most kindly and pleasant 



nature to record, and have won many 
friends for the hospital, have explained 
away difficulties and healed grievances 
and misunderstandings by their loyal 
and patient services. In conclusion, 
wo arc happy this year in the knowl- 
edge that some of the needs so urgent- 
ly pressed at our last annual meeting 
are in course of being provided for at 
the hospital, and that the full compli- 
ment' of present necessary equipment 
is in sight. With the completion of 
the children's ward, affording accom- 
modation as it does In Its large and 
airy basement for an extra ward for 
infirmary cases; with the nurses' 
home in process of building, and all 
our- present efforts now concentrated 
upon the acquisition of a maternity 
ward, we may indeed feel that by 
"patient abiding" the must difficult 
tasks may be at length achieved and 
the most faithful purposes fulfilled. 
This attitude In all service being alike 
both a blessing on the "day's work," 
and results which, spiritually and ma- 
terially, endure long after tlmt day's 
work for us is over.

In moving the adoption of these re- 
ports Mr. Lewis took occasion to ex- 
press his appreciation of the services 
the ladies had rendered the hospital. 
The work done this year had been 
very encouraging. The Children's 
Ward was a great comfort. Mr. Lewis 
spoke in high terms of the help the 
directors had received from the pres- 
ence on the board of the 'president of 
the woman's auxiliary, Mrs. C W. 
Rhodes. 

President's Address 

The president then read the follow- 
ing address which was • heartilj ap- 
plauded by the meeting. 

Dear friends: — Our society has 
again completed another year of con- 
sistent service in aid of the Royal 
Jubilee hospital, and In reviewing tho 
work of the past twelve months I 
find much cause for special thankful- 
ness. 

In my position, not alone as your 
president, but also as having received 
last June, the honor of election to the 
board of directors, I have inanv more 
opportunities, both of assisting your 
work intelligently and of gaining that 
Insight and experience so necessary to 
all occupied In the care of large and 
growing institutions; and I under- 
stand, belter nnd better, the difficulties 
that have to be contended with, both 
in the fair maintenance of tho same 
and In giving justice and satisfaction 
to patients and public, 

I need not here enter Into the great 
progress made this year In various 
departments by the directors. All 
that will appear in their own report 
which I earnestly beg you to read 
carefully when It comes In hand. 

Afi regards our own undertakings. 
We have not only completed the 
children's ward by the addition of the 
sun room verandah, at a cost of $703, 
but we have taken a very forward 
step In adding largely to the fund for 
the maternity ward — a need which in- 
creases with the growing population 
nnd the difficulties of obtaining house- 
hold help, and which is ,ns necessary 
as over to the full equipment of tho 
hospital. 

This we have been enabled to do 
by the establishment of Hospital Sat- 
urday — an idea with which all who 
have visited the older countries of the 
world are familiar, but which was 



niet, for various reasons, with some 
hesitation by our committee, for 
several years. We are told, however, 
that to all enterprises comes "the pro- 
pitious hour," and this hour struck for 
us on tho 23rd of May last, when 
little band of faithful women mot to 
carry out this suggestion and to put 
it to the test. 

The resolve was a gallant one,, 
made In the face of much discourage- 
ment, but "the end crowned all," and 
the number of kind words spoken 
and the amount of money contributed 
fully justified our efforts and our 
faith. 

I uow feel fully confident that solu- 
tions will come forward to assist us 
in this added feature of our work, 
which it is hoped will be an annual 
event. 

I regret very much the feeling of 
dissatisfaction which seems to have 
arisen regarding the "act" to force 
general hospitals receiving govern- 
ment grants to receive advanced cases 
of tuberculosis. 

On the face of it this seems a diffi- 
cult, if not impossible undertaking, 
with justice to the present needs 
and capacity of the hospital, and with 
the ever present lack of any extra 
fund for maintenance or particular 
accommodation — and all know the 
perpetual strain Incurred by want of 
means. As it is 1 feel sure that a 
better understanding can be arrived at 
and, to this end I have invited Dr. 
Fagan to speak to us this afternoon 
nnd to give us his views so that we 
can In mutual discussion dispel any 
mistakes and obviate difficulties both 
in his path and our own. 

The ladles of our hospital aid 
societies have ever taken as their 
creed that all local hospital aid comes 
under their recognisance and can 
never be accused of parochialism In 
regard to their own special charge. 

In conclusion I have to congratulate 
the society on the addition of many 
new members, all of whom we wel- 
come most heartily. It is needless 
to repeat and to urge the reasons and 
needs for which we work, these arc 
now very fully recognized by a large 
section of the public, and I will only 
add that, with the addition of two 
extra wards this year a larger de- 
mand Is made upon us for those 
accessories we undertake to supply 
and which we desire to maintain With 
credit and efficiency. 

I ask for a still wider membership, 
for it Is by the membership fees that 
these particular supplies art 1 provided. 

The work ever before us for the 
present should he to increase the 
membership and to add to the mater- 
nity ward fund, so that this beautiful 
memorial may be erected as soon as 
possible. 

I thank you for the courtesy and co- 
operation you have extended to me 
during my two years' term as your 
president and i ask you to believe 
that in otKce or out I am always 
your faithful friend and fellow worker 
PH13BE B. RHODES. 
Dr. Fagan's Remarks 

Dr. Fagan, who was then invited by 
the president to address the meeting, 
said that it was unfortunate that there 
was a feeling of antagonism between 
the hospital societies and the anti- 
tuberculosis society. There was plenty 
of room for the work of both. It had 
been said by Mrs. Hasell that the 
$10,000 which had been granted for a 
hospital for Incurables, had been di- 
verted. That money had never been 
paid to the society and was not ciuo 
until July 1. 

Mrs. Hasell deprecated the personal 
attack upon her. It had never I con 
intended to convey the idea that the 
money hud been diverted in any other 
sense than that funds intended for one 
purpose might be used for a need 
Which was found to be greater. 

So far from there being any antago- 
nism between the societies the hospital 
had given way to the greater claims 
of the antituberculosis society. It was 
quite natural that Dr. Fagan should 
think his own case the more import- 
ant. 

Mrs. Day said that she, as well as 
others, knew that the hospital societies 
had worked in the Interests of the 
antituberculosis society. 

A dispute between Dr. Fagan, the 
president, and Mrs. Hasell ensued as 
to the attitude of the doctors of the 
city mi the advisability of admitting 
patients into the Jubilee hospital. Dr. 
Fagan stated that they were responsi- 
ble for the order-in-council requiring 
all the hospitals In British Columbia 
receiving a government grant to admit 
such patients, and the ladies contend- 
ing thai', with the present accommoda- 
tion and equipment, they would not 
sanction the admission of consump- 
tives. 

Dr. Fagan pointed out the cruelty of 
sending patients far away from their 
homes, and read extracts from emi- 
nent authorities showing that such pa- 
tients could safely be admitted to the 
ordinary hospitals. , 

Mrs. Hasell said that the people of 
Victoria were not inhuman, but there 
was a strong feeling that there was 
danger. It hail been proposed to build 
a sanitarloutn for incurables at Dun- 
cans, and the whole district had pro- 
tested against it. 

An Old Question. 

A. Wilson' moved that the holy presi- 
dent's address be read and adopted. 
The directors of the hospital bail tried 
to do their best both for patients and 
the public. Sine,. isftO this question of 
receiving Incurables had been debated. 
Though it was against the constitution 
to admit such patients, the directors 
Were obliged sometimes to relax their 
rules. Doctors often differed. He 
thought the government should grant 
money for the erection of cottages suit- 
able for tlie treatment of Incurables, 
and said there was a suitable site near 
the hospital. From early times in Vic- 
toria the ladies had been active in the 
management of the hospitals, and he 
hoped that in future they would be 
more successful than ever. 

Mrs. Hasell gave a message of greet- 
ing to the ladies from Dr. Hasell, who 
was absent in England, and it. was 
decided to change the date of ' tho an- 
nual meeting from June to May. The 
meeting then adjourned ami the ex- 
ecutive proceeded to elect, officers, 
with the following result: President, 
Mrs. C. W. Rhodes: first vice-presi- 
dent, .Mrs. Rocko Robertson; second 
vice-president, Mrs. Lewis Hind; sec- 
retary-treasurer, Mrs, E. S. Hasell.

Chinese Athletics. 

The Chinese have always had ath 
Jetlc exercises of a sort In which the; 
have rather prided themselves, though I their 



nolle ever seem to have taken such a 
hold on the nation as ours have on us 
during the last century or so. They 
have plenty of stories of strong men 
capable of wielding extraordinary 
weapons, Of bending wondrous bows, 
or of lifting heavy weights, etc. 

Even within the last few years 
fonts of archery were clone before an 
oflicer could get his commission in 
tho army and In almost any village 
there Is a bamboo with a ploroed 
stone at either end to tost the strength 
of the rising generation in lifting. Hut 
there was nothing of regular athletic 
training except for a few wrestlers, 
perhaps, before 



There is considerable agitation in 
England against the employment of 
Chinese on British shipping, and h 
reply to a deputation of seamen Mr 
Winston Churchill, president of the 
Hoard of trade, announced that he had 
caused to be drawn up a new section 
to govern the action of superinten- 
dents at ports, by which Chinamen 
applying for employment on British 
ships will have to pass tho language 
test unless they can prove that they 
art 1 British subjects'. 

Mr. Churchill (with whom was Sir 
Walter Howell, of tho marine depart- 
ment) said that in regard to the 
question of British seamen's failure to 
join their ships, he was very glad to 
hear of tho general wish that there 
was among seamen and firemen to 
have a stricter control over those of 
their body whose conduct did not 
come up tho standard of the rest. 

Coming to the main question, that 
of the employment of Chinese In 
British waters on British ships, Mr, 
Churchill said that this was undoubt- 
edly an urgent and serious matter. He 
thought that an Island power like 
Great Britain, with commercial and 
•onaritimc relations with every part of 
the World, must occasionally And men 
from .other countries arriving on their 
shores, and if it was a bona tide ar- 
rival, crew of Chinamen, or of any 
other nationality, he was sure tho de- 
putation would repudiate any desire 
to deal hardly with them or to prevent 
them getting that employment -which 
would take them away to their natural 
spheres of legitimate activity. There 
might conceivably be one or two 
thousand Chinese arriving and going 
away from time to time. AVhat had 
filled the deputation and himself with 
anxiety had been the fact that there 
had lately been a very considerable 
increase in the number, and that it 
looked as if it was not the ordinary 
arrivals of ships plying from the East 
and not being able to discharge the 
extra men. It looked as If there were 
some regular 1 system springing up or 
bringing these people here deliberately, 
and trying, not to man ships plying 
round the Asiatic coasts, but to re- 
place men on British steamers in the 
temperate waters and round home 
ports, and in United Kingdom ports, by 
an invasion of Chinese, who might be 
very estimable people, but who were 
of a very different character in every 
way from British seamen. That was 
only a part of the grave question of 
Asiatic labor, which was not to be set- 
tled by prejudice, but which must bo 
increasingly examined by those res- 
ponsible for labor questions. Asiatic 
labor — and Chinese labor in particular 
— was becoming Important now as it 
never hud been before In the history 
of the world, and a whole new set of 
problems was arising In consequence, 
and not only in this country. On that 
point his views were certaintly clenr. 

"I certainly do not intend," said Mr. 
Churchill, "so far as I have any power, 
and while I am responsible for the 
conduct of the board of trade, I do 
not intend to allow the Increase of 
Chinese seamen in the United King- 
dom ports to be continued." (Ap- 
plause). A proportion of Chinamen 
would naturally find themselves in this 
country, but the union had a right to 
be protected from any deliberate at- 
tempt to supplant a section of British 
labor In home waters by the importa- 
tion of Chinese. The question had 
been one of the first brought before 
him when he came Into the responsi- 
bilities connected with his office. He 
hnd examined the Merchant Shipping 
act of 1906, and he agre.nl that it 
seemed unfair that, whereas a German 
or Frenchman or Russian had to pass 
a language test, a Chinaman was ex- 
empted from any language test merely 
by staling that he was a British sub- 
ject, and Without any necessity of 
proving thiit. He consulted the law 
officers of the crown, and, acting on 
Heir opinion, he had asked the of- 
ficers of the board of trade to draw 
up a new section to govern the action 
of superintendents at tin- different 
ports. That action was at present 
confidential, but the principle was 
that ;l Chinaman would have to pass 
a language test, unless he could prove 
that he was a British subject. (Ap- 
plause). Mr. Churchill added that he 
asked the shipowners to see him, "and 
discussed matters with them, and they 
assured him that they had no desire 
or Intention to see the number of 
Chinamen Increase, or supplant British 
labor. The circular had been sent 
to them, and he would have their op- 
inion on it by the 17th Inst. On the 
general question, he could give the 
deputation the most positive assur- 
ance that It would be the duty of his 
ofliee, and of the government, to en- 
deavor to stop the Increase of Chin- 
ese seamen. He hail no doubt that 
the circular would exercise the neces- 
sary control, but If it did not he would 
look to other methods. "I have not 
the slightest Intention ever of allow- 
ing the British mercantile marine in 
home waters, and in home ports, to be 
invaded by these strangers from the 
other end of the world, who, whatever 
virtues or vices, cannot bo 



brought Into close competition and 
contact with European civilization and 
European labor, without producing tho 
greatest hardshln and injustice, and 
even great serial and. political dan- 
ger." (Applause).

ELECTION HILL IS 
. COMPARED TO AHAB 

Has Troubled and Overhung 
the Entire Session at 
Ottawa 



Gttuuu, June 2C. — King Ahab, In the 
course of a celebrated interview, said, 
"Art thou he that troublclh Israel?" 
And Elijah answered, "I have not 
troubled Israel, but thou and t hy lath- 
er's house." The Parliamentary debate 
of today runs very closely on tir d 
model of this discussion of long ngo, 
and the present situation Is a case in 
point, Tho government supporters are 
shouting "obstruction" for all they arc 
worth, and are clamoring that the need 
of the situation is closure. In point 
of fact, the Alyesworth election bill is 
to blame for the miscarriage of the 
session. It is the Ahab of the pres- 
ent situation. 

Tho Aylesworth Bill which comes up 
once more on Monday ha-s overhung 
the whole session, and has caused its 
inordinate length and Its unedlfylng 
barrenness. The situation will bear a 
little tracing out. 

Remember first of all that of recent 
years Canada has become very side of 
the varying forms of electoral cor- 
ruption. Ontario has shown what It 
thinks In an exceedingly practical way. 
New Brunswick has revolted. Nova 
Scotia shows signs of unrest. Mr. 
Borden made improvements In the el- 
ection law part of his Halifax plat- 
form, and preached It from one ocean 
to tho other with acceptance. As 
soon as the House met Mr. Alcorn, 
one of the best legal draftsmen on the 
Conservative side, brought in a com- 
prehensive bill to reform the law, to 
abolish excessive campaign fund-, to 
destroy the saw-off and generally to 
Improve conditions. Then, soon af- 
ter Mr.' -Aylesworth brought In a gov- 
ernment bill to Improve and 1 amend 
the election law; this had been prom- 
ised In the King's speech, and for that 
mt.tter In tho King's speech of lr.st 
year as well. It is rather comical to 
recall that this furiously controversial 
partisan struggle has been over a bill 
which was introduced as a measure, of 
election reform. Mr. Aylesworth des- 
cribed it Is such, and in his speech of 
explanation, when he Introduced it on 
March !), gave tho House to under- 
stand that It was to this effect. Ho 
studiously avoided mentioning the 
Manitoba lists, and we threw uo our 
caps at the prospect of tho government 
at last introducing election reform, anil 
discussed the comparative merits of 
Mr. Ay les worth's and Mr. Alcorn's 
bills. Really It was rather mean to run 
a partisan move iqto a reform bill. 
Suspicious of an Attack. 
However, the Conservative party 
had all along been suspicious that an 
attack on the Manitoba list situation 
111' that province has been acute over 
since the "thin red line' manipulation 
of 1901, and the subsequent ill-feelhig. 
It was within the knowledge of the 
Conservatives that tho Manitoba Lib- 
erals were bent on obtaining control 
of tho lists, and they knew that al- 
ready an attempt had been made to 
induce the government to bring in a 
bill to establish federal lists in Mani- 
toba. They thus were on tho look-out 
for such an attempt, and, once ihey 
saw Clause 1 of the Aylesworth Hill 
they knew that the struggle had come. 

Marie the date of tho introduction 
of the bill: March 9. That was 
twenty-two days before the end of the 
fiscal year. The government dwadl- 
ed over tho opening of the session. To 
some extent the opposition needed 
time to place their numerous scandals, 
etc., before the House. To a consider- 
able extent the government held back 
its legislation, and tried to get its 
estimates voted first. Whatever its 
reasons, the government perpetrated a 
singular error in neglecting to bring 
in so Intesely controversial a meas- 
ure, a bill which was certain to stir 
up the fight of the session, so late 
In the day, only three weeks be- 
fore tile lapsing of money sup- 
plies. It may be noted that a couple 
of years ago, when the Conservatives 
were apprehensive of some such mea- 
sure making its appearance, Mr. Bor- 
den gave notice that any such bill 
would be fought "until the snow flies." 
In the face of such a warning, to bring 
in such a measure tit such ,-i date Was 
an absolute Invitation to obstruct. 

When tlie bill was before the House 
a struggle for position began. The 
government tried to rush the estimates 
through so an to have money worries 
off its mind and to be able to devote 
Its whole strength to jamming the bill 
through, for what does an opposition 
exist? .Surely to oppose; surely to slop 
government schemes and "frustrate 
government tactics. The tactics of the 
government being to have estimates 
first and Aylesworth's bill later, it be- 
came the tactics of the opposition to 
have Aylesworth bill first and esti- 
mates later. Each side had its own 
game, perfectly clear, perfectly Intel- 
ligible, perfectly legitimate from a par- 
liamentary standpoint. Had the gov- 
ernment brought the bill in somewhere 
about November and gone at it ham- 
mer and tongs, it would have won. As 
It brought It in at the tail end of the 
year and did nothing with it until May 
5, seven weeks after the new fiscal 
year had commenced, the government 
(lost, and the opposition won. Votes of 
supplies were shut off, the government 
was told to bring on the Aylesworth 
bill, and It capitulated and did so. The 
second reading was moved on May 5, 
Since then It has been in the mind of 
parliament ever since. When the 
House wan not debating It tho leaders 
were negotiating over It. The opposi- 
tion held up supplies, put the govern- 
ment in a most uncomfortable position 
and finally loosened Its grip upon sup- 
ply when the lapse of time and vari- 
ous other favorable circumstances had 
given It a considerable command of 
the situation. 

Government Persistency. 

The persistency of the government 
merits remark. The negotiations be- 
gan on May 12; it is now June HG, and 
only now are they complete. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurler surrendered two or three 
times over, and each time came back 
with new at tempts io wring advan- 
tages from the situation. The .Mani- 
toba Liberals seem fairly to have de- 
fied him; they threatened mutiny 
their newspapers taunted him witli the 
usolessness of his majority and In 
every way they have fought tooth and 
nail to obtain this advantage. They 
seem, however, to have been beaten' 
the change in the alectlon list's situa- 
tion in Manitoba will be of tho slight- 
est. 

And now this latest development lias 
occurred. Beaten as to Manitoba, the 
premier has turned upon Ontario. ' The 
fight has resulted in this compromise: 
that there shall he a stand-tip fight 
over the proposal to establish a Fed- 
eral election list in New Ontario. AH 
the arguments have been about Mani- 
tobaj.-aill -the action is to-be . with ..re- 



gard to Ontario. Every province Is to 
bo left untouched hut Ontario, which 
Is to bo" punished * 01 ' its obstinate re- 
fusal to vote for Laurler. 

Thus it will bo seen that the Ayles- 
worth bill overhung; the earlier por- 
tions of tho session, and has absorbed 
it for tlie last three months and more. 
It is responsible for the breakdown of 
Ihft session. It was introduced as u 
measure to reform the election law; it 
has blocked the effort to purify elec- 
tions; this attempt to remodel tho lists, 
which has nothing to do with election 
law reform, was smuggled into it — In 
Itself a dubious action; if has blocked 
everything. 

So that Is the situation. The gov- 
ernment pot out to gain a partizan ad- 
vantage In Manitoba, anil, baulked in 
that, has turned to wreak a bit of ven- 
geance on Ontario- And in the fight 
as to whether it shall or shall not gain 
this advantage the whole session has 
gone to pieces.— C. F. H. in Toronto 
News. 



Marquis Saionji Takes Um- 
brage at Criticisms of 
Colleague 



Toklo, July 3.— U 1 is expected that 
the cabinet will resign tomorruw morn- 
ing. Tlie Associated Press was in- 
formed today that the premier, .Mar- 
quis Saionji, decided to lender his 
resignation sorrto days ago and that 
ai his request the members of his cab- 
inet agreed to resign also. The resig- 
nation will be tendered to tlie Emperor 
In the morning, 

The nominal reason for Marquis Sa- 
lonjl's resignation is ill health. The 
cabinet are all strict members of the 
Seiyuka or constitutionalist party, and 
it was therefore necessary that they 
resign with him- The actual reason 
for the resignation of the premier is 
understood to be the position taken by 
Marquis Inouye, secretary of tlie home 
department, regarding tile future fin- 
ancial policy of Martinis Saionji. This 
calls for retrenchment in the army and 
the navy, the postponement of public 
works, a demand for a shilling fund, 
and the yearly repayment of loans. 

Marquis Inouye recently attacked 
tho present government's policy re- 
garding finances. This gave offense 
to Marquis Saionji, who deckled to re- 
sign at once. He consulted with the 
other ministers and was by them per- 
suaded to accept' the resignations of 
all the members of the cabinet. An 
unknown quantity In the constitution 
Is the position the Emperor may take. 
Ho possibly may desclino to accept the 
resignations, but this is considered ex- 
tremely unlikely. 

Marquis Katsura, who was former- 
ly premier, probably will succeed Mar- 
quis Saionji, although Admiral Count 
Yamamoto ,a former minister of ma- 
rine, -is a strong candidate. In well 
informed circles, however, It is con- 
sidered that Marquis Kalsura will get 
the position, in which event Count 
Komura, at present the Japanese am- 
bassador at London, is almost certain 
to succeed Count Hayashi, the present 
minister of foreign affairs. Count 
Hayashi probably will succeed Count 
Komura at London, ^ It Is uncertain 
who will get the -portfolio of finance 
since no one is anxious to accept. 
There will be no changes in the min 
lstry of marine and war. 

The elder statesmen will bo consulted 
Immediately with regard to the ap- 
pointment of a premier. Marquis Kat 
sura is a member of the genro or elder 
statesmen, and Admiral Yamamoto has 
considerable Influence therein. There 
is reason to believe that Marquis Sai- 
onji will support Marquis Katsura.' 

It Is doubtful if any other man as 
premier could secure full parliament- 
ary support. In best informed circles 
it is declared positively that the gen- 
eral policy of the government will not 
be changed. The present programme 
of retrenchment will be carried out 



Authorities Make Public Let- 
ters Written By Slayer 
of Dr, Wilson 



Philadelphia, July :;— Realizing that 
tlie man suspected of poisoning Dr. 
Wm. H. Wilson, of tills city, by send- 
ing' him a bottle of poisoned ale on 
Friday last week, Is now out of their 
jurisdiction, the authorities today de- 
cided to abandon their policy of 
secretiveness, and made public tlie 
letters In the case, in the belief that 
it might aid them in their search. 
Tho first is the decoy letter sent to 
the Wilson house. It was mailed on 
June 23, at i M . m, from a station in 
West Philadelphia. The text was 
written on a letter head bearing tho 
firm name of ].'. Schennne £ Son, and 
reads in part; 

"Wm. II. Wilson, M. D. 

Dear sir; We are taking the liberty 
of sending a few physicians' samples 
of our newly produced standard ale. i 
We have decided to co-operate with 
physicians as far as possible in the 
introduction of our goods. 

"If you find that the sample is to 
your liking and can conscientiously 
recommend our ale to your patients 
and friends, we request you to 1111 out 
and return the enclosed blanks." 

The letter bore the signature 
"Peter Schemme & Son," and there 
was a postscript: "All ale should be

On 
the following day and before the 
public knew anything about the case 
other than that the d-.ctor had died 
mysteriously after drinking a bottle of 
ale, an anonymous letter was mailed 
to Coroner Jermon 1 >.m Bristol, Pa. 
This letter was posted at !i:;iu p. m., 
and reads in part: 

"1 want to write you regarding the 
death of Wm. H. Wilson. This per- 
son was a mat-practitioner, and In 
some way induced my wife without 
my knowledge to bej.mie his patient. 
As a result of his tr fitment, she died 
a few weeks ago. To protect her 
name, I did not give all the facts to 
my physician, and she was buried with 
another cause of death being assign- 
ed. To rid the community of tills 
wholesale killer, I have removed him 
as 1 would a weed from the garden. 

"Now that this service to the com- 
munity is rendered and the death of 
my dear wife avenged, I am going to 
quit this part of the world. This 
letter Is true in every detail, and to 
prove that I am tlie person who at- 
tended to tho matter I Avill tell you that 
the ale contained cyanide; and that 
there were two seals with the letters 
on the top of tho bottle. I had 110 
selfish motive In the matter. By the 
time you get this on Monday morning 
1 will be far away from home. (Sign- 
ed.) "Yours Very Truly, 

"An Outraged Husband and Father." 

Following this letter is one mailed 
on June 2U at a.m . at Back Bay 
station, Boston, and also addressed to 
the coroner. In the letter the writer 
says: "In my last letter regarding 
Mr, Wilson, I forgot to request you to 
give tlie matter to the newspapers, as 
it. might be well to make the public 
know that there are some people who 
regard this sort of thing in Its true 
light, murder, of tlie most cowardly 
sort." This last letter' is signed aa

That they were really mailed by the 
man who sent the poison to Dr. "Wil- 
son seems to be beyond the shadow of 
a doubt, for none of tlie points re- 
ferred to In the letters had been made 
public at the time these letters were 
received, and nothing at all was known 
of the case when the first letter was 
mailed from Bristol. The police to- 
night admit that the man for whom 
they are looking for in the case is on 
the high seas bound for England, and 
they have sent, a description of him 
to Scotland Yard.

i MUNICIPAL PUBLICITY. 

The representatives of the news- 
papers were requested to withdraw 
from the meeting of the Parks Board 
held on Thursday night. All the really 
Important matters relating to city 
government are settled at a committee 
meetlnK consisting of the whole Coun- 
cil, and from this the representatives 
of the press arc excluded. It is all 
the more surprising that reporters arc 
excluded from the meeting of the 
Parks Hoard, seeing that one of the 
members of that Hoard Is closely 
identified with one of the city papers. 
The position always taken by the Col- 
onist in this matter is that the discus- 
sion of public [natters should be open 
to the public. We have conceded that 
there may occasionally be subjects, 
which ought to be debated privately, 
but they are of Infrequent occurrence. 
.Moreover it Is a l'act. known to ail 
men In public positions In this city, 
that the newspapers are always ready- 
to meet any reasonable request In re- 
gard to the omission from reports 
of matters that it is not in the public 
interest to spread broadcast. The Col- 
onist, speaking for Itself, can say 
without any tear of contradiction that 
it has never sought to turn the pro- 
ceedings of the City Council or the 
Harks Hoard to any sensational or 
questionable use, but lias always dealt 
with thorn with an eye to the welfare 
of the city. We protest against the 
exclusion of reporters from the meet- 
ings of public bodies at which im- 
portant public business Is transacted. 
The members of those bodies are pub- 
lic servants and the people have a 
right to know, not only what they do, 
but why they do it, and what things 
they have been asked and refused 
to do. 



LABOR IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

The report in the June Issue of the 
Labor Gazette upon the condition of 
the labor market in Victoria is very 
satisfactory. It. is quite as' favorable 
as that from any other city in Can- 
ada. -Mr. Dltchburri, the correspondent 
says: "During the past month labor 
has been well employed, practically 
all the industries have been run to full 
capacity. 'All the surplus labor was 
not employed and the city yet con- 
tained ii number of unemployed men." 
lie attributes this in part to the delay 
in proceeding with certain municipal 
improvements. He closes his general 
report with the following paragraph: 

A new industry has recently been 
started by the B. C. Foundry Co., of 
Esqulmalt, for the manufacture of 
.Manganese bronze to he moulded into 
blades for propellers. Local bank 
clearings for April were $4,634, 089, as 
compared with $4,290,782 for the 
month of .March. For the first four 
months of the present year the aggre- 
gate clearings were $17,588,687, com- 
pared with $16,274,249 for the same 
four months of last year. Both whole- 
sale and retail trade were in a healthy 
condition. 

His resume of the conditions of the 
several lines of industry in the city 
and vicinity seems to he very accur- 
ate, and it is on the whole exceedingly 
encouraging. Mi-. A. H. Spencer, the 
Nanaimo correspondent, reports that 
there are still a good many unem- 
ployed people in ills district, which he 
explains by the diminution of lumber- 
ing operations and the reduction of 
the coal output. Mi-. Ceo. Hartley, 
writing from Vancouver, says that the 
condition of the labor market on the 
whole was not satisfactory, and he 
does not regard the prospects for tlx' 
future- as encouraging. lie reports a 
marked Improvement in tlx' financial 
situation. Mr. D. .1. Stewart, the 
New Westminster correspondent, re- 
ports the labor market as fairly ac- 
tive and says that there are few white 
men out of work. He thinks the lum- 
ber market is improving and that the 
prospects for the future in that line 
are good. Mr. A. B. Docksteader, 
writing from Nelson, says there was 
still a surplus of men, although he 
noted a marked improvement. The 
condition of the lumber trade is slowly 
becoming more satisfactory and he 
thus thinks there has been a sub- 
stantial increase In business generally. 
These are all the reports from British 
Columbia, and as will be noted, they 
are all encouraging except Lhat from 
Vancouver, where probably the Influx 
from other places of people looking 
for work has rendered the showing 
somewhat unsatisfactory. 



A MATTER OF TIME. 

A London despatch announced yes- 
terday that the Bill to provjdo for ad- 
vancing Hie clocks one hour, so as to 
give the public one hour more of day- 
light in which to be up and around, 
attending either to business or plea- 
mire, has received the unanimous en- 
dorsement of the special committee to 
which it was referred. This makes it 
probable that, unless, the Lords declino 



to get up earlier in the morning, the 
proposed change will come Into- effect 
next year. The arrangement looks like 
a very sensible one. As a matter of 
fact none of us knows just what time 
it is. We go according to the clocks, 
and when the hands point to a certain 
hour we say It is that hour. If all 
the clocks and watches In Victoria 
should, by common nctlon and without 
any one's knowledge, move ahead an 
hour we would get up tomorrow an 
hour earlier without ever knowing it. 
When standard time was introduced 
there were many serious objections. 
We recall how one estimable Anglican 
bishop In an eastern province, re- 
fused positively to permit ills cathe- 
dral clock to be altered, and to this 
day it goes on pealing out the quarters 
and striking the hours Just twenty- 
live minutes after every other time- 
piece in town has made the seme an- 
nouncements. This good bishop was 
rather inclined to think that to change 
the hours savored a little of irrever- 
ence. Just here for variety's sake and 
because It is not well to be serious 
always, a little true story. A party of 
people were crossing the continent on 
the Canadian Pacific, and all of them 
except two ladles changed their 
watches to correspond with the rail- 
way time. These ladies had a little 
clock on the window sill of their sec- 
tion, and as tile train neared Vancou- 
ver, a fellow passenger suggested that 
they ought to set their clock right, 
whereupon one of them answered: "I 
know you say it Is three o'clock here, 
but our clock has the real time, for 
we set It 111 Boston." 

There are many things In favor or 
the proposed change. If we set our 
clocks an hour ahead, it would really 
make very little, difference in the 
morning, except in midwinter, but it 
would always bo an advantage In the 
evening. Nowadays, it is not dark 
at 1 1) p.m., under the proposed ar- 
rangement, supposing It were made 
applicable to this country, it would 
not be dark until eleven. We would 
continue to go to work at the same 
hour by the clock as we go now and 
go to bed by the same hour; but as a 
matter of fact we would be an hour 
earlier at both ends of the day. The 
working man would stop work at 5 
o'clock as now, but in midsummer he 
would have five hours' daylight left, 
instead of only four, and in the winter 
lie would always he home before dark, 
even In the shortest days. Tire ar- 
rangement is a device to remove one 
of the daylight hours of the morning, 
which very few people use, over to the 
evening, when every one can use it. 
It is a beautiful arrangement.

Wc found tlie following paragraph 
hi a recent issue of the London Times:

He said that 
he has had exceptional opportunities 
for estimating the moral flbro of our 
public men, as he was the head and 
front of the Sunday Observance move- 
ment, which resulted in the passage 
of tlie Herd's Day Act a couple of 
years ago. Ho has reached tho con- 
clusion that the typical Canadian poli- 
tician is above tlie average of our 
citizenship. While it Is satisfactory to 
havo Dr. Shearer say this, those peo- 
ple, who know much about the Inner 
workings of politics, have always 
known that tho talk of corruption and 
graft is large'y exaggerated. Our public 
men are some little distance lower than 
tlie angels, but they are personally not 
a bad lot. Yet it is astonishing how 
people who are all right personally, 
will wink at things that are not right, 
when they have to deal with them col- 
lectively and there Is politics Involved. 



Canada in 1007 had 22,452 miles of 
railway, the capitalization or cost of 
which totalled at $1,254,682,745, or 
$53,88:! per mile. This means miles 
of line not miles of trackage. The 
United Kingdom In the same year had 
23,OG;i miles of line, capitalized at 
$6,267,121,872, or J271,7."0 per mile, 
which is more than double tlie capi- 
talization of the railways of any 
country except Belgium. By tho close 
of tile present year Canada will prob- 
ably have more railway mileage than 
the United Kingdom. Germany has 
34.563 miles capitalized at $3,613,493,- 
700; Russia, 30,800 miles, capitalized 
at $2,904,109,000; France, LM.T.'.ri miles, 
capitalized at $3,313,980,000; British 
India, 27,500 miles, capitalized at ?!.- 
182,500,000. Tile above countries have 
the largest railway mileage in the 
world, witli one exception, the next be- 
ing Austria witli a little over 12,000 
miles. The exception Is tho United 
States which has 227,500 miles, capi- 
talized at $13,064,279,303. or $57,425 a 
mile, which is somewhat a larger 
capitalization per mile than the Can- 
adian roads carry. 

During th'' debate on tlx- civil Ser- 
vice Bill, one of the members for 
Ottawa, a Liberal, took exception to 
thi! limitation of the measure to the 
Inside service and to the tenure of 
office of tho commissioners. It Is said 
that Mr. Fisher, who has charge or the 
Hill, showed considerable Impatience 
with the member. It is true that he 
promised consideration for the exten- 
sion of tlie operation of the liill at 
some future time, but he did not relish 
the idea of a supporter of tlie govern- 
ment having an independent opinion. 
Tills, It seems to us, is running party 
government into the ground, and those, 
who are closely In touch with what 
goes on at Ottawa, say that never in 
the history of tlie Dominion were the 
relivs of party held with anything like 
the rlgidness with which Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier holds them. With all Ills 
suavity of manner, he rules ids col- 
leagues with a rod of Iron, and his 
colleagues take their satisfaction out 
of the rank and file. It used to be 
claimed that the Liberal party was an 
association df a number of people of 
diverse views, who worked together 
for a common object, eaeli surrendef- 
iiqj- a little to the others; but that-day 



has passed. The Liberal party of Can- 
ado simply registers the wdll of one 
man. There Is hardly a shred of In- 
dependence) in it. This Is one of the 
consequences of a long lease of power 
and a huge parliamentary majority. 

We notice that Bishop Perrin of this 
city had the honor of presiding at (the 
session of the Pan-Anglican Congress 
at which the drink traffic was dis- 
cussed before a vr.y large gathering. 
On the platform witli him were the 
Archbishop of York, the Bishop of 
Kensington and the Earl of Lytton. 
The chief speeches were, delivered by 
tin.' two gentlemen last named. Lord 
Lytton opened the discussion by 
strongly advocating the Licensing Bill 
now before the British Parliament, 
and the Bishop 'of Kensington, with- 
out specially mentioning tho Bill, took 
tlie stand that the restriction of tlie 
temptations to drink was an Impera- 
tive national obligation. He did not 
think prohibition feasible, but called 
upon tho Church to do its duty In the 
way of restricting the drink traffic. 
The Bishop of Croydon said that' the 
reason the drink tratfic was so well 
regulated in Australia was because the 
women have votes there. The Bishop 
of Columbia (Bishop Perrin) closed 
the- discussion. Among other things 
he said that the time had come when 
the power should be given to the peo- 
ple to say what should he done with 
the drink traffic. This seemed to him 
to be the result of tlie morning's de- 
bate. Tlie following observation, with 
which he closed his remarks, was 
greeted witli loud cheers: "Despite 
the threat to withdraw subscriptions 
let us hold 'Steady and fast, knowing 
that what tlie church really has at 
heart is the Interest of the whole peo- 
ple." 

In the Belfast Northern Whig of 
June 18, appears a report of tho pro- 
ceedings of the town council of Porta- 
down. We make the following extract, 
which will bo seen to possess a special 
interest at this time, in view of our 
attempts to abate the dust nuisance: 
".Mr. William Wilson, town surveyor, 
reported that the roads and other 
works In the district were in fair or- 
der. When considering the estimate 
for road maintenance for the year, 
the council reserved a sum of £75 for 
the purpose of experimenting on one 
of tlie leading roads in the town by 
using tar composition. He had been 
in communication with tlie makers of 
the material, and he had seen some 
roads treated with it, on which there 
was a great deal heavier traffic than 
any of the roads in Portadown, and he i 
had no hesitation in stating that it 
made a vast improvement on a road 
In more ways than one. It made the 
surface of the road imp n rvious to wa- 
ter, It was a great saving in scaven- 
ging, and it prevented the dust nuis- 
ance Which was »'sq Injurious to shop- 
keepers. The material which he would 
recommend was known as 'Dnstabato,' 
and was manufactured by tlie Dusta- 
bato company, London. He asked that 
he might be permitted to experiment 
with this material. He was sure that 
every member of tho council was anx- 
ious to adopt whatever system might 
be found to bo the best so as to Im- 
prove the surface of the streets in ad- 
dition to reducing the scavenging- and 
dust nuisance to a minimum." 



There is little iess urgent call for 
the adoption of a closure rule In par- 
liament than there was a -few weeks 
ago, and it Is not because business Is 
proceeding more expeditiously, hut 
because the' sober second thought of 
the newspapers Is against' a- .tiling 
that will have a tendency to restrict 
freedom of discussion. Of course, as 
the Toronto Globe says, "the King's 
government must he carried on." If 
members of parliament endeavor to 
prevent' this, some means must be dis- 
covered of overcoming difficulties that 
may arise. The record of the present 
session, If closely examined, does not 
justify the opinion that the delay in 
passing necessary supply, or in getting 
through with legislation, rests wholly 
wiili tlie opposition, or even chiefly 
there. Coder a business-like admin- 
istration business would have been 
expedited sufficiently to have prevented 
any obstruction of tlie public affairs. 
Hut tin- ministry have been playing a 
game all through lb" session. They 
have refused Information to which the 
House was entitled, or they have de- 
layed giving it. They have been lack- 
ing in frankness in their explanations 
of matters that were legitimate sub- 
jects of Inquiry; they havo not en- 
deavored to keep their supporters 
within the bounds of reasonable debate. 
Il seems Incredible that month after 
month should have been consumed 
In the passing of supply, without 
taking into account the delay resulting 
from the attempt to foist the infamous 
election Bill upon the country. There 
was plenty of time to pass all tho esti- 
mates before that measure was intro- 
duced. Perhaps it was a lucky thing 
for the country that this was not done, 
for in that' event it might have been 
Impossible for Mr. Borden to have se- 
cured the elimination of tho worst 
features of the measure, but to an 
outsider it seems that there ought to 
have been plenty of time under a clean 
and capable administration of affairs 
to have done all the business of par- 
liament in the months which elapsed 
before tlie Election Bill was brought 
down.

Of course the world will never know 
just what King Edward whispered in 
the ear of the Czar during the meeting 
at Reval, but he apparently gave him 
some good advice.

■ added that the Japanese were endeav- 
oring to win the people to their way of 
thinking, and the friendliness of the 
Filipinos would bo a great asset in case 
of any conflict with the United States. 

That Canada is making substantial 
gains in the flour market of South Af- 
rica, is clear from a report which has 
just reached the Ottawa government 
from John A. Chesley, trade commis- 
sioner at Cape Town. 

In the year ended December 31st', 
1907, British South Africa imported 
149,850,092 pounds of flour, valued at 
£619,770, or $3,098,850. Of tills, total 
Canada sent 3S, 720, 000 pounds, valued 
at X 178,949, an Increase of 12,500,000 
pounds in the year, the imports of 
flour from Canada in '1906 having been 
26,250,439 ■■pounds, valued at £125,857. 
In the same period the value of the 
Import's from the United States de- 
clined from £190,754 to £ 61,736. Aus- 
tralia is still the chief source of supply 
for South Africa's flour, but It is of a 
soft variety and the superfine flour 
produced from Manitoba hard wheat 
is in increasing demand. 

.A discovery, ■ which if true, ought to 
revolutionize the workLof engineering 
' is thus reported In a special cable dis- 
patch from the British metropolis: 

Inspector Simpson, of the Blackburn 
Fire Brigade, claims to have discovered 
a liquid, the principle of which, after 
many months' test, has been pronounc- 
ed by leading engineers to be the old 
Roman secret which has been lost live 
hundred years. When painted "with this 
preparation the dampest room becomes 
dry. Freshly-plastered walls treated 
with it can be papered Immediately. 
Ironwork covered with this preparation 
cannot rust. It completely prevents 
the weeping of the Inner skins of iron 
ships and the oxidization of marine 
growths, barnacles, etc., on the bottoms 
of vessels.

ABOUT PEOPLE 



The London Correspondent of the 
Canadian Associated Press sent across 
the Atlantic a few days ago the ap- 
pended message, which appeared in 
many of the leading newspapers of tho 
Dominion. It should prove a splendia 
advertisement for Victoria, as indicat- 
ing that the city is growing rapidly, 
to warrant such large expenditure on 
public works: 

London, June 18, The Stanton Iron 
Company has received an order for 
300,000 tons of iron piping for water, 
gas and oilier public works, from the 
town council of Victoria, British Co- 
lumbia. 

The German press, which a year ago 
was so caustic in its remarks about 
the French naval scandals at Toulon, 
now has cause tn remember the adage 
concerning the throwing of stones by 
persons" who dwell In glass houses. A 
Berlin correspondent, cabling under 
date of June 19, says: 

A scandalous stato of affairs simi- 
lar to that existing at the French 
naval port has just been unearthed at 



The Duke of Connaught's presence in 
the chair at the twenty-fifth annivers- 
ary of the Army Service Corps marks 
an important occasion In the history 
of this branch of the service.

Gazette, lasted 
longer than any previous institution 
of tho same kind under another name. 
The Crimea saw the breakdown of 
"The Commissariat" and the Institution 
of Colonel M'Murdo's "Land Transport 
Corps," out of which was evolved the 
Military Train. Tills lasted fourteen 
years and enjoyed the precedence of 
all dismounted troops, the Foot Guards 
not excepted. Mr. Cardwell's "Con- 
trol" died a natural death at five years 
of age. And in 1S88 what' is now the 
Army Service Corps was organized and 
Instituted by Royal warrant. It has 
had Its share of comment, and "Army 
Starve Us" Corps has been one of its 
fond names; but Its history Is writ, 
and writ pretty large, In the history of 
the wars of this country from that day 
to this. ■ 

It is just one hundred, and seven 
years, it is. pointed out, since George, 
Prince "of Wales (later George IV.), 
won perhaps the most sensational race 
ever witnessed on Ascot Common. For 
the Oatlands Stakes of 179] nineteen 
horses raced : for the then colossal 



stakes of 2,950 guineas, and the whol 
world of horse-lovers went mad over 
the contest, on which, it is said, a mil- 
lion pounds -was staked. Seldom has 
there been such a scene of delirious 
excitement as when five of the horses 
ran neck and neck to within a few 
yards of the winning-post, and when 
Chlfney. on the Prince's Baronet', 
snatched a seemingly miraculous vic- 
tory by half a length the enthusiasm of 
the forty thousand spectators was 
boundless.

What excuse, have they for wasting the 
time of Parliament in discussing a 
solution of the education question 
which by their own more recent con- 
fession was foredoomed to, failure be- 
cause it attempted to override scruples 
requiring conciliation? What excuse, 1 
again, can be put forward for the farce 
of the Irish Council Bill? Why was an 
Impossible Land Bill introduced for 
Scotland when the -smooth passage of 
the English Small Holdings Bill show- 
ed that a reasonable measure would be 
accepted without important modifica- 
tion? Why was the utterly impractic- 
able Land Values (Scotland) Bill thrust 
upon the House when past experience 
had proved that a measure for the rat- 
ing trf land values only in urban areas 
would command the support not only 
of tho Liberal party, but also of a ma- 
jority on the other side? If the time of 
Parliament had been wholly devoted to 
the business of the nation Instead of 
to the business of trying to placate 
sectional fanaticism there would have 
been time enough for adequate discus- 
sion of measures in respect of which 
tlie Ministerial party were united and 
in earnest, But the methods which 
the Government now propose may be 
attributed ill pari to a cause Which lies 
deeper than an Incompetent over- 
crowding of their legislative pro- 
gramme. 

From the spectacular point of view 
(says the Standard) the opening of the 
Republican Convention at Chicago 
seems to have been something of :i 
disappointment. The object of the as- 
semblage was to nominate the man of 
Mr. Roosevelt's choice as tho party's 
candidate for the White House, to adopt 
Mr. Roosevelt's programme, and gener- 
ally to eulogise Mr. Roosevelt's policy. 
Yet by 'a rule of American decorum 
which even so audacious an innovator 
dared not infringe the inspiring genius 
of the monster demonstration has been 
compelled to stand behind the scenes — 
following, or perhaps directing by tele- 
phone and telegraph at Washington 
the militant preparations In which he 
may not visibly take part. This atti- 
tude of self-effacement is not alto- 
gether congenial to an actor who has 
always claimed the full glare of the 
limelight. Ills great renunciation was 
accomplished when he decided last' year 
that nothing should deflect him from 
tlie resolution which he proclaimed 
just after his election, notwithstanding 
the friends and advisers who, on public 
not less than personal grounds, Im- 
plored him to ignore the third-term 
restriction. It was no doubt a strong 
temptation to a man of Mr. Roosevelt's 
self-reliant, sanguine and managing 
temperament. But his refusal, we be- 
lieve, was absolutely proper and con- 
scientious. One, of tho topics selected 
for special compliment by Senator 
Burrows was this very act of self-ab- 
negation, and the applause with which 
this tribute was greeted showed that 
the President had made a wise choice. 

The Daily Chronicle snys: — Mr. Bir- 
rell's courage and adroitness have 
saved the Irish Universities Bill from 
the perils that beset it in committee. 
Mr. Blrrell took the line that Ireland is 
Ireland, and that it Is unwise to impose 
restrictions which ignore the differ- 
entia of the Irish nation. There is much 
foree in this plea. It would be calam- 
itous in making a gift to Ireland to 
impair Its value by condlions which 
would have the effect of excluding any 
large body of Irish youth from the ad- 
vantages of university education. Some 
of tin; amendments defeated yesterday 
would produce that result. It is in- 
evitable that the new university in 
Dublin will have a Catholic atmos- 
phere just as the University of Wales 
has an undenominational atmosphere. 
Some people will deplore this fact, but 
it is the duty of the statesman to recog- 
nize it, and not to jeopardise his pro- 
posals of legislation by efforts to ig- 
nore or circumvent it. We do not think 
that Liberals or Nonconformists should : 
take any excepion to this Bill so long; 
as public funds are not employed for 
distinctly denominational purposes, and 
there Is ample security for this in the 
Chief Secretary's measure. When the 
Bill emerges from committee some of 
tlie critics who were defeated yester- 
day may resume the fight on the floor 
of the House. There Is less danger, 
however, from that quarter than from 
the attitude of some of the members 
the Irish hierarchy. Cardinal Logue 
and Dr. O'Dwyer (the Bishop of Lim- 
erick) are not showing a spirit of sweet 
reasonableness, and their excessive de- 
mands may mar the prospects of a 
great measure fraught with blessings 
to Ireland. Lot us hope that Miser 
counsels will prevail.

It is a public 
scandal that a bill of this nature 
whose finance, though dealing with 
millions, Is wrapt in such a cloud of 
mystery, should be rushed through the 
House of Commons against tho wishes 
not only of those who mistrust It but' 
of those who are Its sincere friends. 

There are two practical measures 
(says the Dally Mail) by which sweat- 
ing might be prevented or its evils 
minimised. Could the supply of un- 
skilled labor lie decreased, then the un- 
skilled should bo able to secure higher 
pay for their services. This decrease 
could be accomplished by taking steps 
to check the immigration of aliens with 
a low standard of living. All that is 
here required is the strict enforcement 
of the existing law, which lias become 
little better than a dead letter. Tho 
second remedy would bo to widen' the 
demand for skilled labor, and thus to 
divert to skilled Industries some part 
of the unskilled workers, raising thei- 
status In life. In the case or Germany 
this has been affected by her .scientific 
tariff. Whatever steps are taken. It is 
futile to put down sweating at home 
while permitting goods produced abroad 
by sweated labor free entrance to the 
country. A wages board could scarcely 
succeed without u tariff; with a tariff

one of the most active spreaders of 
disease and death, and demands its 
extermination. What is urged Is not 
(hat ho should be killed, but prevented 
from coming into existence at all. Af- 
ter tlie Spanish-American war a com- 
mission of medical experts was ap- 
pointed in tlie United States to in- 
quire Into the high death-rate among 
those who were serving in the army, 
and they came to the conclusion that 
the fly was a more dangerous enemy 
than the repeating rifles of the Span- 
kirds. In order to test the power of 
fhe flies to carry contagion they were 
allowed to feed upon waste materials 
inoculated with different kinds of 
bacteria, and then gelatine plated were 
spread where they could alight upon 
them. These plates were then taken 
and placed In an incubator, and In 
from twenty-four to forty-eight hours 
they developed a most beautiful net- 
work of herringbone and polka dot pat- 
terns, formed of colonies of bacteria, 
the seeds of which had been deposited 
by the feet of the lilthy fly. The 
hasteriologlcal world was startled, and 
within the next five years similar in- 
vestigations were carried out 011 both 
sides of the Atlantic; always with tho 
same result— that where-cr waste ma- 
terial was exposed containing the 
germs either of simple putrefaction 
or of disease flies would swarm about 
and on it, and spread the contagion 
to everything that n fly could alight 
upon for from two hundred to six 
hundred yards in all directions round- 
about. Casual flies passing about In 
shops and kitchens, around garbage 
barrels and stable yards, were caught 
at random and examined, and «it was 
found that practically every one of 
them carried bacteria of some sort, 
and a considerable number of them 



typhoid, of dipTithoria, of blood 
poisoning, and in tlie Orient of plague 
and of cholera. In v short, If there is 
any disease going the lly wdll go into 
it and spread it abroad. Last sum- 
mer a systematic study was made of 
the file. 1 } swarming along the water- 
front of] New York, especially at the 
points Where the sewers empty into 
the river. Tho results were appalling. 
An American contemporary discussing 
the subject, says that not only wero 
files caught in specially-prepared 
t laps along the waterfront found to be 
simply loaded with the germs of filth 
and disease (one of them having tlie 
staggering burden of more than one 
hundred thousand bacteria clustered 
over his tiny body), but on obtaining 
from the health department of the 
city its reports of the cases of deaths 
from typhoid anil other intestinal dis- 
eases, particularly tlie so-called "sum- 
mer diarrhoea" of children, It was 
found that these cases formed, while 
scattered more or less over the city, 
a most unmistakable belt or zone all 
around the waterfront at the lower 
end of the city, covering just about 
the belt which the short-flying fly 
would range over. If was also found 
Hint the number of these diseases in- 
creased in proportion as tlio number 
of Hies increased, and decreased as 
tho plague of flies decreased. It would 
lie difficult to estimate the number of 
deaths that are. due to tho agencies 
of flies. 

There need he no doubt as to the 
amount of harm which Is done by flies, 
and the Important point 1.5 to set about 
exterminating them. Tlie breeding- 
places of the fly ought to be destroyed. 
It is useless to endeavor to kill him 
after he has been hatched. There" aro 
a variety of places whero the files 
breed, but broadly speaking they are 
hatched wherever there Is filth. In 
cities and large towns the sanitary 
authorities havo ample powers for i 



destroying these breeding-places, but 
they are not always as active as the 
Importance of the question demands. 
In places where stable manure and 
garbage are allowed to stand even for 
a day or two a solution of arsenic— 
about two tenspoonfuls to the gallon 
of water— ought to be sprinkled. This 
prevents the development of any oggs 
which may have been loft behind in 
tlio cracks of the boards or in the soli 
soaked by garbage. Garbage cans 
must of course also be scalded ou,t 
thoroughly at least once a week, and 
the addition of a little coal oil, crude 
petroleum, or creosote will make the 
cleansing more effective and act as an 
additional discourager of both the 
hatching and tlie deposition of eggs. 
In fact, every place that Is suitable 
to the propagation of flies ought to 
be attacked In this way. "When it is 
remembered that flies are actively en- 
gaged in the spread of typhoid, tuber- 
culosis, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
blood-poisoning, and Influenza It will 
bo seen how well worth while is the 
small amount of care and cleanliness 
which is necessary to rid us of the 
presence of flies.. 



The other afternoon a full-grown 
golden englo was captured in Ross- 
shlre under peculiar circumstances.

On 
being approached the bird offered a 
fierce resistance with beak and talons. 
Tho men threw their jackets over It, 
holding its head enveloped in tho 
jacket while tho others tied its legs. 
The bird was secured alive without 
much injury. It measures soven 
feet one inch from tip to tip of wings. 
Eagles, it is said, cannot rise from 
the ground, owing to their immense 
spread of wings and comparatively 
short legs. They require pinnacles, 
houlders, or. sleep prqciplccs ero they

LEAVING FOR ENGLAND 

He Will Attend to Provincial 
Legislation Pending Be- 
fore Privy Council 



Deputy Attorney-General McLean ex- 
pects to loavo tor London, England, 
a'onio time during the coming week. 
Ho is crossing the Atlantic In order to 
look after the litigation which the 
province now has pending before the- 
privy council. There are no less than 
four matters to come before the su- 
preme court' of appeals, and Sir Rob- 
ert Flndlay, attorney-general during 
the last Conservative administration, 
and admitted leader of the parliament- 
ary bar, lias been briefed by the prov- 
ince and will argue the various cases. 
Divorce Case. 

One of the matters to come up is 
Watt vs. "Watt, in which the point at 
issue is whether or no the Bupreme 
court of British Columbia has jurisdic- 
tion In divorce matters. This is an ap- 
peal from a decision of Mr. Justice 
Clement, who held that the court did 
not Lavo Jurisdiction. The full court 
reversed his decision, but the matter 
is being taken to the privy council so 
as to have tho matter finally settled 
jiU' way or the other. All the judges 
Of this supreme court, except Judge 
Clement, are on record as upholding 
the jurisdiction of the court. I£ Judge 
Clement Is sustained it Will be neces- 
sary to introduce remedial legislation, 
as 'there have been a large number of 
divorces granted In British Columbia 
from time to time, many of which have 
been followed by remarriages, which 
would otherwise bo Invalidated. 
Action Against Minister. 

Another of the provincial appeals is 
that of .Norton vs. Fulton. This is an 
action brought against lion. F. K. Ful 
ton, K. C then provincial secretary 
for damages for not having delivered a. 
petition of right to the lieutenant-gov 
ernor for his consideration. It seems 
that the minister, by an oversight, 
merely laid the matter before tlio ex- 
ecutive council, which decided to re- 
fuse a lint. Upon the suit being 
brought, the petition was laid before 
the governor, with tho result that the 
fiat' was refused us before. The case 
was tried before Mr. Justice Morrison, 
who allowed The plaintiff his costs, but 
withdrew the case from the jury on the 
ground that at best only nomnial dam- 
ages could be assessed. The plaintiff 
appealed from this ruling to tho full 
court, and was beaten. He then ap- 
pealed to the supreme court of Canada, 
where he was successful. The verdict 
of tho supreme court of Canada is now 
being challenged by the defendant be 
tore the privy council. 

Immigration Act. 

The third case Is In re Maklncc, the 
Japanese, who was detained under the 
provisions of the British Columbia Im 
migration act. The proceedings were 
quashed on the ground that tho net 
was ultra vires of the provincial legis- 
lature by the chief justice, whose de 
elsion was uphold by a unanimous 
Judgment of the full court. Appeal 
from this decision has been taken dl 
rect to tho privy council without going 
before the supreme court of- Canada. 
Walkem Caso. 

Tho last caso is a criminal one, and 
will consist of an application for leave 
to appeal against the decision of the 
full court' in the Walkem' case. Such 
an appeal does not lie as of right, but 
only by special leave. The appeal Will 
be taken because a point of criminal 
law of great Importance to British 
Columbia, with its close relations with 
Ihe States, which is raised directly for 
the first time, is involved. Tho point 
is whether It Is an offense under the 
code to counsel the commission of a 
crime which, is to be committed outside 
the jurisdiction of the court. Tho 
court, of course, has no jurisdiction 
over a crime committed in a foreign 
country, but it was argued before tho 
full court by Deputy Attorney-General 
MacLcan that the counselling itself 
was tho offense, so that it mattered 
not whether tho crime was subsequent- 
ly committed within the jurisdiction, 
or at all. The majority of the full court 
dissented from this view, which will 
now be urged upon the privy council If 
that body considers the matter of suf- 
ficient importance to give special leave 
for the appeal to be brought.

It was reported to the meeting that 
the contractor who Is building the new 
school building at west Saanich Is 
making satisfactory progress, and that 
the structure will be ready for the re- 
ception of pupils after the summer 
holidays are over. 



BANK AMALGAMATION 



Northern and Crown Bankc Join To- 
cjethei — Will Have New 
Quarters 



In a short time the Northern Bank, 
which, since It- recent absorption of 
the Crown Bank, will hereafter be 
known as the Northern Crown Bank, 
will move Into its new quarters in the 
Adelphl block, corner of Government 
and Yates streets. Workmen are now 
busy fixing up the premises and as 
soon as tills work is done the bank 
will move from its present leased 
quarters to the new location where 
commodious offices will be lilted up. 

Hy the absorption of the Crown 
Bank the Northern lias now some 
seventy-two branches throughout 
Canada, twenty-two cast of tho 
Great Lakes and the balance west. 

Tin; capital has been raised from 
$1,260,000 to $2,260,000 and it Is tho 
Intention of the new hanking corpora- 
tion to eventually Increase its capital 
to the $3,000,000 mark. The amalga- 
mation of the two banking institutions 
came Into effect July 2. J. \V. Do Cour- 
cey O'Grady, general manager of tho 
Northern Bank, will continue In tho 
same position and, direct the affairs of 
Iho new Institution.

AMERICAN VISITORS 



lumbers Visit the Parliament 
Buildings Daily and Ask 
Many Questions 



Extraordinary Attempt to Hun 
Columbia From Golden to 
Revelstoke 
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II. II. Nash, the guide who takes 
charge of the visitors at the Parlia- 
ment buildings, estimates that tho 
sightseers will average about 150 a 
day on week days, the number run- 
ning up to 200 and 250 on Sundays 
and public holidays. The greater 
number of these come from the states, 
and their stock of questions Is Inex- 
haustible'. They evince unbounded 
curiosity about everything, from the 
number of steps in the building to the 
movements of royalty, and are ex- 
ceedingly anxious to get the cost of 
all they see. 

Tho information which they most 
wonder at, and which many of them 
flatly refuso to believe, Is the state- 
ment that the buildings cost rather 
less than a million dollars after pay- 
ing for all the furnishings and every- 
thing connected with It. From three 
to five millions is the usual guess, and 
its comparative cheapness Is tho only 
disappointing feature about the big 
pile, which otherwise meets with very 
general appreciation. 

Many of the visitors aro very cur- 
ious to know how many steps there 
are In the building, but Mr. Nash is 
kept so busy showing the seekers 
after knowledge round the place that 
ho has had no timo yet to count them. 
Tho stairs, by tho way, are worthy 
of remark. They are not reinforced 
or supported in any way and are con- 
sidered to be quite a notable feat of 
engineering. 

Dots of them want to go up to the 
dome, but where the visitors ure a 
couple of opposite sexes, the guide 
gets out of the weary tramp. His 
company is not/Wanted, as the dome 
is a very favorite, place to spoon un- 
der pretence of admiring tho view. 

The legislative' hall excites general 
interest, which appears to center in 
the speaker's chair, or throno as the 
democratic visitors from the south 
Insist on styling' it. They often want 
to know when the King sat in it last, 
and then want to sit in it themselves. 
They don't seem to understand how a 
country being reigned over by a sov- 
ereign, can get along in the absence 
of the ruler, and are amazed when 
told that Ills Majesty has never visit- 
ed Victoria. They marly always want 
to see the King's photograph, and 
though there is a copy in the Speaker's 
private room, there is none in any 
part of the building which is thrown 
open to the public. 

The British Columbia coat of arms 
Is another source of unfailing inter- 
est to tho visitors, most of whom seem 
to have but tho vaguest Ideas of any 
country outside of their own. The 
women generally vote it "cute," while 
the men don't see what on earth it is 
for. 

Altogether it Is a liberal study In 
human nature to escort the numerous 
visitors round the building and hear 
tho naivo remarks let fall. Tho com- 
ments, however, are generally appre- 
ciative and tho beauties of the great 
structure across the bay are fully ad- 
mired, among the minor points caus- 
ing frequent comment being Its clean- 
liness and tho stained glass windows 
on the staircases. 



WORKING UP EVIDENCE 
AGAINST NEGRO SUSPECT 



Provincial Police Sparing No 
Pains to Have Complete 
Case 



After a week spent in the endeavor 
to bunt up evidence against Jim Jen- 
kins, the negro held at New West- 
minster charged with the brutal mur- 
der of .Mrs. Morrison a.t Hazelmoro, 
Sergeant Murray, of the provincial 
police, returned to the city yesterday 
morning. After a short consultation 
with the authorities here he will re- 
turn to New Westminster where the 

preliminary heurlng of the prisoner 
will take place next Tuesday morning. 

Every effort has been made by the 
police to trace the movements of Jen- 
kins since the time when be was first 
seen in that section of the country, 
up to and after tin- murder until ho 
was arrested In the neighborhood of 
Bellingham. Besides the positive 
Identification of the negro by the little 
daughter of the murdered woman, who 
saw the murderer and witnessed tho 
horrible death of her parent, the police 
have, It is stated, other evidence 
which will strongly corroborate the 
evidence of the child. Jenkins was, 
some time before the murder, arrested 
at New Westminster as a suspicious 
character and at that time ho was In 
possession of a knife which was after- 
wards found at the side of the murder- 
ed woman, and litis been Identified by 
tho police its the same knife as that 
Which Jenkins had in bis possession 
When arrested. In addition to this 
evidence the suspect's movements 
have been followed and when tho evi- 
dence is submitted at the trial it Is 
expected that a strong cane will he 
made against th'o prisoner. Tho 
police authorities are reticent as to 
what evidence they have against .Jen- 
kins but they are sparing no pains to 
have a complete case against the 
ilezro when the trial la held. 



An extraordinary story of foolhardy 
daring and tragedy comes down from 
Golden in the prosaic form of an ac- 1 
count of the proceedings at an inquest.! 
It is the story of how two river drlv- j 
ers, Joseph Martin Lelond, and Charles 
Morgan of St.' Louis, deliberately! 
started to go down the big bend of 
tho Columbia from Golden to Revel- 
stoke on two logs spiked together, on 
which frail craft their scanty pos- 
sessions were placed. Soon they ran , 
into a log jam, but the men calmly 
threw their blankets on- the jam, Jump- 
ed on it themselves, and then proceed- 
ed to the other side, where they de- 
tached logs and taking one apiece con- 
itlnued, their perilous journey. Later j 
on thVy found it rotten boat which 
was rapidly coming to pieces, and had 
a hole in Its bottom. They went quite 
a distance In this unsafe craft, till 
they came to grief In a whirlpool near 
Donald owing to the breaking of their 
solitary Improvised paddle, 

Morgan was drowned, but Leland 
managed to extricate himself without, 
apparently, undue difficulty, and his 
simple, straightforward story as given 
under oath at the Inquest, tells the 
tale more eloquently than any ela- 
borate description. The dominant note 
of the narrative is the utter uncon- 
sciousness of there being anything un- 
usual in the extraordinary feat which 
they attempted to accomplish June 19, 
last. 

Lelond's evidence as given at the 
inquest follows: 

The Eastern Rivermen 

"Charles Morgan and myself came 
here on Thursday, June 17, 1908 from 
Kenora, Out., where we had been en- 
gaged as river drivers by the Bat 
Portage Lumber company. The drive 
being through, they had no further' 
work for us, so we came west to Gol- 
den, looking for work as river drivers. 
Could not get any work here and en- 
quired about Revelstoke, and was told 
tho lumber companies there were pay- 
ing $4 a day for river drivers. 

"We were told It was only 65 miles 
from Golden to Revolstoke by the Co- 
lumbia river, and that the water was 
smooth and no rapids. We decided 
that we would go down to Revelstoke 
by water and that we could make It 
In two days. 

"We left Golden on Friday morning 
at 9 o'clock on two logs spiked to- 
gether. We travelled about a mile on 
this. Then wo struck a log jam and 
our logs went under the jam. I grab- 
bed a bundle of blankets I had and 
throw them on the jam, and jumped on 
it myself, as did also the deceased. 

"Then we broke the front of tho 
jam and got a log each. I divided my 
blankets and what provisions we had, 
and wo each strapped a bundle on our 
backs and started down tho river 
with a log apiece. 

They Find Boat 
. "AVc went about a mile in this way 
and then we. saw a boat on the right 
hand side of the river full of water. 

"We went asho'-c and pulled the 
boat out of the river and got tho wa- 
ter out of It, and found a hole In the 
boat, which wo mended with a board 
wo found there witli some nails in it. 

"Then we started down tho river 
again with the boat and got along all 
right till we got to tho bridge on the 
west side of Donald, when a board 
fell off the right side of the boat, 
making it three Inches shallower. 
Then we could not get to shore and 
the water was coming in over the side 
of the boat. Deceased used a little 
pail to ball out the boat while I steer- 
ed the boat at the stern. 

Drowned in Eddy 

"Then we noticed our danger and 
that we were In a rapids of some kind. 
Deceased was on the lookout to see 
which side of the river was the best 
to turn, and ho shouted to take the 
right hand side of the river, as there 
was an eddy on tho left. I tried to 
paddle tho boat to the right side, but 
1 broke my paddle and the boat turn- 
ed and went Into the rapids broadside 
and upset. He let the boat go and 
started to swim for shore. I held on 
to the boat, and got on tho top of it, 
bottom up. I heard him shout and I 
looked back and I saw him sink out of 
sight about a hundred feet behind me 
or thereabouts. 

"The boat was going straight for the 
eddy, so 1 jumped and started to 
swim, and got ashore some distance 
below on the railroad side of the river. 
I looked to see If I could see anything 
of Morgan, but saw nothing. I went 
back up the shore and saw a few 
pieces of boat still In the eddy. 

I heard a whistle of a train, so I 
got up the bank to the railroad. They 
picked me up and brought mo into 
Golden."

ADD "YVOMKNS— Here and there 

A Toronto paper and a New York 
magazine agree In deploring the want 
of capable dressmakers. In a smaller 
way the same need Is felt in Victoria. 
In the large dressmaking establish- 
ments there arc, of course, skilled 
workwomen, but the price which they 
charge for their work puts it beyond 
the reach of women in moderate cir- 
cumstances. 

The girl or woman who goes out by 
the day is always In great demand. 
If she knows her business and can 
work quickly she can choose her cus- 
tomers for site will have far more 
than she can do. The housekeeper 
who needs her summer's work dono 
must engage the dressmaker many 
weeks in advance, and then she is for- 
tunate if sho is not disappointed. 

The dressmaker who comes into the 
house to work has usually a clean 
airy room in which to work and her 
meals arc supplied. While this em- 
ployment is profitable, it calls for 
skill and taste but is not unduly labor- 
ious. 

Perhaps when the girls who arc now 
learning sewing in the public schools 
find it necessary to earn their own 
living, many of them will choose to 
make drosses rather than work in 
nolsv factories or sit all day at a type- 
writer's desk. The children like their 
needlework and take great pride in It. 
Already many of the classes have 
mastered all the more mechnn 
arts used in dressmaking. They 
hem and baste, gather and 
with a neatness that might well pro- 
voke the envy of mature needle- 
women. 

Those who have a taste for the work 
will not find It hard to cut and tit 
or oven to design costumes. There is 
no more useful part o{ a girl's educa- 
tion than that which teaches her to 
use her needle. The children of Vic- 
toria are particularly fortunate in 
having so thorough a teacher of 
needlework as Miss. Boorman. 

Fire chief William B. Markwlth, of 
Fast Orange, New Jersey, litis pro- 
posed a plan which he thinks will 
make schools perfectly safe from lire. 
Me thinks that the boys of every largo 
school should be organized into a lire 
brigade. Hose and (Ire extinguishers 
should Vie supplied , and the boys 
taught how to use them. Half tile 
school, on an alarm of lire, should be 
prepared to prevent a panic and the 
other half to put out the flames. 

The training which these scholars 
received .would result, not only in 
making the schools practically safe, 
but would "have a splendid effect in 
teaching self-control, in developing 
those qualities which are needed in 
leaders of men and in preparing the 
lads for future citizenship. Inciden- 
tally the recruits for the tire brigades 
of the city would bo educated for the 
time of need. t 
* * * 

In an article on nervous troubles In 
the July number of Harper's Bazaar, 
Dr. McComb of Emmanuel Baptist 
church. Boston, gives what he believes 
to be the cause of much of the nerv- 
ous suffering ti-nong women and sug- 
gests as a remedy what he calls 
"Psychical re- educator." 

This he explains in the following 
way: "Perhaps the best analogy to 
psychic re-education Is what Is known 
as motor re-education. There Is an 
organic nervous disease popularly 
called 'locomotor atonla,' which origin- 
ates in a wasting of the spinal chord, 
and the chief symptom of which la a 
want of harmonious muscular action, 



Incurable. Until yesterday it. could not 
he' even alleviated but now, thanks to 
the Ingenuity of a distinguished Ger- 
man neurologist, Dr. Fraenkel, It can 
be Immensely relieved. By certain ex- 
ercises tlie patient is gradually re-edu- 
cated to walk right. The higher cen- 
tres of the brain are stimulated to ac- 
tion and the sufferer learns consciously 
(ho movements which before the on- 
set of his disease had been unconscious 
and automatic, and gradually these 
new movements become once more un- 
conscious and automatic." 

Much of the non-nun misery in the 
world conies, Dr. McComb says, from 
worry. The patient, and It would 
seem that most of such sufferers uro 
women, gets Into the habit of wasting 
her mental power In painful thoughts 
which lead to no good result. The 
Jure for this state of mind is not to 
stop thinking but to think about some- 
thing else and to see to It that such 
thought leads to .action. 

The Indulgence in emotion which 
leads to no result has a bud effect on 
the nervous system as well as the 
moral nature. Dr. McComb would 
have small patience with the girl who 
spent hours crying over the Imaginary 
sorrows of a heroine of fiction or with 
the women who expend their moral 



energy In contemplating the 
mankind, if you feel compass 
some one In need. If you rte| 
evil, exert yourself to remed;

The man who trusts in Cod and keeps 
his conscience clean need fear no to- 
morrow nor the evil It brings." 

Many readers will think that this 
twentloth century philosopher says in 
a learned way some things that wore 
written long ago in very simple lan- 
guage in a very old-fashioned book. 
* * * 

Thero has been a great deal of con- 
troversy concerning the subject of 
vivisection. A number of ladies and 
gentlemen, many of them eminent sci- 
entists, who believe that the practice 
is not only necessary hut in the best 
interests of humanity have formed the 
Research Defence society. At a recent 
meeting Lord Cronier made the fol- 
lowing remarks on this subject which 
ate worthy of consideration. 

"I do not merely hold that there is 
nothing Inconsistent between an ab- 
solute detestation of wanton cruelty to 
animals, and approval of experiments 
on living creatures, having for their 
object the relief of suffering to both 
human beings and dumb animals. I 
go further than this: I maintain that 
the one attitude is the necessary con- 
sequence and corollary of the other, 
and that if the necessity of the experi- 
ment's may, as I hold, be Justified by 
any good, and sufficient reasons, their 
execution should be, so far as is pos- 
sible, watched and controlled by a 
body of men who would shrink with 
hnrr.or from anything indicating in- 
difference or callousness to the wan- 
ton infliction of pain. If 1 thought 
that the charge of indifference or cal- 
lousness could be justified, the case 



out for another president. What are 
the main grounds on which vivisec- 
tion can bo defended? They are two- 
fold. In the first place, it has to be 
shown that experiments on living ani- 
mals have already produced Invaluable 
results, and may produce results still 
more invaluable. In the second place, 
it lias to bo 'shown that the experi- 
ments are conducted In such a man- 
ner as to minimise, if not altogether 
to obviate, the infliction of pain. I 
hold that both of these propositions 
can be proved up to the hjlt." 

Lord Cromer then stated that he 
could not argue the point, witli the few 
who held that It was in any circum- 
stances unjustifiable to destroy ani- 
mal life, but expressed his sympathy 
for the objects of those, who objected 
to vivisection on loss absolute grounds. 
Ho contended. however, tti.at they 
were arguing on a basis of wrong 
facts, lie then dealt with the bene- 
fits derived through vivisection, bene- 
fits which he knew of his own per- 
sonal knowledge, In the transmission 
of malaria. The town of Ismailla, 
Which had been well nigh uninhabit- 
able from malaria, was now almost 
entirely free from the disease, and in 
his evidence before Ine royal commis- 
sion on vivisection, Professor Osier 
had stated, on oath, that the discovery 
which brought about this change 
would never liaVe been made had it 
not been fur previous experiments on 
animals. Lord Cromer then discussed 
the case of Malta fever, and the fall 
in tin- percentage of fatal cases In 
diphtheria in the Metropolitan Asy- 
lums Board's hospitals, which had 
sunk from 2S In the period which pre- 
ci tied the Introduction of the anti- 
toxin treatment, to about 2.S at the 
present time, lie also expressed the 
conviction that the cure for cancer. If 
it .should ever he found, would be due 
to the method of experiment and not 
to that of observation.

HOUSEHOLD^ RECIPES 

Salad Dressing. 

'Care is necessary to make a good 
salad. Dressing must be thoroughly 
mixed, icy cold and the ingredients of 
the salad itself should be daintily pre- 
pared. 

In making either mayonnaise or 
French dressing have everything ..old. 
Chill the bowl with ice water and in 
hot weather mix in a larger bowl of 
cracked ice, or. if that be not con- 
venient, at least sit in the cellar while 
making mayonnaise; otherwise it will 
be apt to curdle. 

Always keep the eggs in the icebox 
for at least an hour before making 
dressing and see that they are so care- 
fully separated that not a particle of 
the white remains. 

Patience is the one secret of suc- 
cessful mayonnaise. If the drop-by- 
drop principle is not rigidly adhered 
to until the dressing takes on sub- 
stance that makes going back improb- 
able, dire will be results. 

Should the dressing curdle, begin 
over again with a fresh egg, mixing in 
the curdled part after the new dress- 
ing is well stiffened. 

In making a quantity of mayonnaise 
it Is better to thin with pieces of 
cracked ice rather than with lemon or 
vinegar, as, otherwise, it may be too 
acid. 

Even though the dressing looks all 
right and has been set away for sev- 
eral hours in the refrigerator, be care- 
ful not to stir it before putting on 
the salad; otherwise you may lie hor- 
rified to have it go back when just 
ready to be served. This is not an 
infrequent occurrence, but. i's usually 
caused by too rapid mixing. 

If too late to start over again witli 
the fresh egg, the only thing to do not 
to delay the dinner is to hastily mix a 
good French dressing, consoling your- 
self that it is more healthful after a 
big dinner than the heavier mayon- 
naise. 

Rub a bit of garlic or onion on the 
salad bowl In making any dressing 
and the flavor will be much improved. 

A tablespoonful or two of rich cream 
added just at the last to mayonnaise 
makes It lighter and richer.

The matches that can be ignited by 
being trodden upon require strict at- 
tention. What Is easier than that a 
flying spark should ignite the hem of 
the frock V 

Children should never hi' allowed to 
light scraps of paper or chips at the 
grate or stove. If they should catch 
tire never try to beat out the fire with 
1 he hands, for bj doing this you lessen 
the chances of saving the child and 
expose yourself to the same horsor 
Use a rug or length of carpet. 

Have your chimney cleaned of all 
soot once a year. Many fires have 
originated in the flue, and though It 
may he reported as a defective flue, in 
most cases it is the moot that bas 

caught fire. 

Inflammable material should never 
be bung by a stove, no matter how i that 
wet it may he, for after drying out it 
might easily start a fire.

S. Co.. which on 
arrival at Tacoma is to be inspected 
by United State:) war department 
officials and may be taken over for 
service to Panama by the United 
States government together with the 
T/romont. The rt. M. S. Empress of 
India, Captain Beetbam, had an un- 
eventful trip, and brought 51! saloon, 
27 intermediate and 1G3 steerage, 
The passengers Included a French 
yachting- party, including Countess 
Beurn, owner of the steam yacht 
Nirvana, Vicomte do Condray, It. D. 
Norton and R. Lorez, who left the 
Nirvana at Kobe and took passage, on 
the Empress of India. The Nirvana, 
which is a twin screw steam yacht of 
900 tons, built six years ago at 
Glasgow for the Comtesse do Beam, 
started from Marseilles and travelled 
by way of Mediterranean ports and 
the Suez to Colombo, Singapore, 
Saigon, Hongkong, Amoy, Fuchow, 
Shanghai, Taku and Chemulpo, after- 
wards crossing to Shimonoseki and 
voyaging in the Inland Sea of Japan, 
where the passengers landed and the 
yacht will return to Marseilles. Out- 
ward bound the Empress of India 
carried another touring party, includ- 
ing John Hazen Hyde, former presi- 
dent of the Equitable Life Assurance 
company, and an actress from the 
Opera Comlquo, Madame Garriek, they 
embarking at Yokohama and debark- 
ing at Shanghai.

The United States government lias 
untitled United States steamship com- 
panies engaged in trans-Paclflc trade 
that' the Interstate commerce eommls- 
. ston has decided to postpone the oper- 
ation of the new rule regarding tariffs 
between the Orient and the " United 
States until November 13, The new 
rule was to have become operative 
August 1, the railways and steamship 
Unas being required to iile their tar- 
iffs yesterday at Washington, It is 
authoritatively stated that' an urgent 
request from the Japanese lines for 
u postponement of the new rule led 
to this action. 

The now rula is to compel the rail- 
roads to make public what' proportion 
of the through rates . they receive. 
Should this be done the railroads, In 
order to maintain present freights on 
domestic goods, will refuse to haul 
overland cargo destined for the Orient 
because rates on oversea freight are 
now at the maximum in competition

Frank Waterhouse, largely interest- 
ed in the trans-Paciilc trade, said: "In 
my opinion, If 'this ruling is permitted 
to stand, it will destroy tho efficiency 
of the regular steamship lines now 
operating in tho trade, and act as a 
severe blow to the commercial and 
shipping interests of the Pacific coast. 
The present through rates between in- 
terior points In the United States, and 
the Orient, either way, are as high, in 
every instance, as will permit the traf- 
fic to move through Pacific ports, in 
competition with the regular lines op- 
erating steamers to China and Japan 
from New York via the Suez Canal. 

"Any Increase In any of the present 
through rates means decreased t'rafllc 
Via Pacific ports and increased trafllc 
via Suez and New York. In deference 
to tho ruling of the commission, tho 
railroads have already submitted to the 
steamship lines a list of proportional 
rates that they propose to put into ef- 
fect November 1 next on all commodi- 
ties moving to and from the Orient via 
the Pacific ports. If these rates are 
adopted practically tho entire Oriental 
I'rallle destined to and originating at 
Interior points in the United States 
will be diverted to the lines running 
via New York and the Suez. The pro- 
portional rates proposed on nearly all 
of the principal commodities will ab- 
solutely prevent their movement 
through Pacific ports in future." 

K0K0 HEAD INJURED - 

IN S OUTHW EST GALE 

Was in Storm In Vicinity of the Bonin 
Islands — Kohala in a Ty- 
phoon 



Advices were received from Yoko- 
hama yesterday of the arrival of the 
barkentine Koko Head on June S, with 
l| list of three feet as a result of a 
severe southwest gale near Bonen isl- 
ands. The Koko Head left Taeoma 
April 9. She made tho run In fifty- 
eight days, which is good sailing as In 
Yokohama they state that sailing 
ships never arrive from the American 
side in less than sixty days. 

The Bonin Islands, belonging to Ja- 
pan, are located In latitude 27 north, 
longitude 112 eact, and are almost di- 
rectly south of Yokohama. Captain 
Larson does not give further details 
of the storm, except tn state that the 
cargo shifted and the vessel made port 
with a heavy list, making It most un- 
comfortable during the last days of the 
passage. Outside of Yokohama the 
barkentine was becalmed for two 
days. 

Capta!" Larson reports light winds 
during tho entire passage, with tho 
exception of tile one heavy gale. The 
vessel was twenty-four days to the 
Hawaiian Islands. The trades were 
exceptionally light, so the master 
shaped his course south of the Ha- 
waiian group, honing for more wind. 
The weather was splendid, but not al- 
together favorable for smart sailing. 

News was also brought of the ser- 
ious mishap which befell the Ameri- 
can barkentine Kohala, Cant. F. M. 
Dedrlck, which arrived at Manila,' 
June G. Tho Kohala was spoken on 
May 14, for Yokohama. The Kohala 
was limping along with her rudder 
head gone and leaking. ,Sbe bad pass- 
ed through a terrific typhoon, which 
left her seriously crippled. The cap- 
tain of the Sheikh offered assistance, 
but Captain Dedrlck plucklly replied 
that he need no help, and 'six days 
later he made port, having been eighty 
days In route fro m> Eaglc Harbor with 
a cargo of piling. 

The steamer Princess Enn left yes- 
terday with a large cargo of coal, bar- 
rels and supplies for the stations of 
the Pacific Whaling compnny at Se- 
chart and Kyuquot, and two carloudu 
of machinery for the Nootka marble 
quarry. Modern hoisting gear, and 
other new machinery is included In this 
shipment. Returning the steamer will 
bring a cargo of whale oil.

The Osaka Shosen kalsha's steam- 
ship line to Victoria and Seattle from 
Hongkong, second of the big Japanese 
lines to run across tin; North Pacific 
to these ports, is to be inaugurated 
In May next, according to a contract 
just signed with the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul railway company. The 
service will bo fortnightly, maintained 
with six steamers of 0000 tons each 
of similar model, similar in type and 
build to the Aki Maru, Kaga Maru, 
and oilier Japanese- built steamers of 
the rival Japanese |lne which main- 
tains a fortnightly service in connec- 
tion with the Great Northern railwav 
company. Seattle will be the termin- 
us on this side of tho ocean and Hong- 
kong at the Oriental end. An effort 
was made to induce the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railroad to agree 
to a service which had Its terminus 
at Tairen (l)alny) to connect with the 
South Manchurlan railroad, but the 
representatives of the United States 
railroad refused to accede to this and 
it was decided to operate the service 
to Seattle by way of Victoria, calling 
at Shanghai, Mojl, Kobe and Yoko- 
hama, and also during the seasons at 
Keelung in Formosa, a tea port, Shi- 
mldzu, a Japanese tea port, and Yok- 
kalchi, from where shipments of por- 
celain, etc., are made. The Osaka Sho- 
sen Kaisha announces that It does not' 
propose to enter into competition 
with other steamship companies oper- 
ated across the. Pacific In the matter 
of freight rates, presumably an Inti- 
mation that It proposes to join the 
freight bureau with which tho major- 
ity of tho other lines, excepting only 
the Jebsen and Ostrander freight line, 
are associated. 



blizzards. The ship "Carnarvon Bay," 
at Southhampton from the same port 
had her bow badly smashed in collis- 
ion with an iceberg 250 feet high, 
March 17, latitude 50 degrees S., lon- 
gltudo 59 degrees \\ r ., during fog, and 
encountered many other bergs for u 
distanco of 300 miles. The shin "Slieve 
Roe," at Plymouth, Juno 9, from Van- 
couver, B. C, was 18G days on tho 
passage and also saw Ice. Of course, 
it is possible that the "Falklandbank" 
and the "Bangalore" may havo met 
disaster by collision other than with 
an iceberg, perhaps with themselves. 
Late In February a steel mast with 
some rigging attached and wreckage 
submerged was passed in the South 
Pacific near Cape Horn by the French 
barque "Vendee," since arrived at San 
Francisco from Cherbourg. The vast 
loneliness of the Southern Ocean, de- 
spite the number of vessels in trade 
between the Atlantic anil Pacific, 
make It possible for anything' to hap- 
pen to a vessel without tho facts ev- 
er reaching the haunts of civilized 
men on terra flrma, for even in the 
comparatively "crowded" North At- 
lantic it Is practicable for a vessel to 
go a-missing, as witness the tolul 
disappearance of the steamer "Euro- 
pa," from Bremen, April 15 for Nor- 
folk, VS., which was last seen April 
21, in latitude 12 degrees N., longitude 
21 degrees \\ r ., and seemed then to be 
in good condition.

MYSTERY OF THE 

OVERDUE SHIPPING 



Fate of Arthur Sewall, Falklandbank 
and Bangalore Puzzles Those In- 
terested in Missing Ships 



Anything that may seem to shed 
light on the mystery of a missing ship 
is eagerly read by those interested, 
the' sadness of that "hope deferred" 
which "maketh the heart sick" being 
tempered by whatever definite con- 
clusions may be deducted from cir- 
cumstantial evidence," even If It may 
not be possible to continue hope says 
Shipping Illustrated of New. York. On 
a long voyage of a sailing ,'essel which 
owing to a hundred natural reasons, 
may vary in duration by two or threo 
months, the slowly accumulating dread 
that disaster may have occurred is, in 
a case of "missing," gradually devel- 
oped into conviction that something 
must have happened, but what that 
"something" may have been can only 
remain a matter for conecturc. One 
who knows tho master and officers of 
a ship may be fully convinced that 
they will do everything that man con 
do for the safety of those dependent 
upon them, but one cannot toll what 
illness or accident may have befallen 
the master and officers after the last 
reports received of "all well." The 
owner of a vessel may have a clear 
conscience that nothing was left un- 
done before sailing to assure his ship's 
safety, but he cannot tell what disas- 
ter may have been precipitated upon 
her. Three notable cases of "missing" 
on voyages that led through the same 
waters have lately been reported: tho 
"Arthur Sewall," "Falklandbank" and 
"Bangalore." AVhat may have hap- 
pened to them is perhaps hinted in tho 
reports of other vessels which camo 
through the same waters at nearly 
the same timo that the missing ones 
should have been there. 

Tho "Arthur ^Sewall," a splendid 
American steel four-masted shlpen- 
tlnr of 3,209 tons gross, built In 1S99, 
sailed from Delaware Breakwater, 
April 3, 1907, for Seattle under com- 
mand of Capt. Arthur B. Gaffrcy, who 
was born on tho St Croix liver, near 
St. Stephen, New Brunswick, and had 
been familiar' with the sea all his life. 
The shin had a cargo of coal and it 
Is a matter of conjecture that she may 
have shared the same fate as the big 
shlpontine "Sllberhorn," which, wile 
carrying coal from Newcastle, N. S. 
W„ for Iquique, was seen afire off the 
coast of South America, boats gone, no 
sign of life near by and nothing fur- 
ther ever heard of those who had been 
aboard Of her, although an exhaustive 
search was made. Both the "Falkland- 
bank," which sailed from Port Talbot, 
Wales, Nov. 9, for Valparaiso, and the 
"Bangalore," which sailed from Nor- 
folk, Va., Oct. 23. for Honolulu, were 
also laden with coal, and it is possible 
that in the heavy weather off Cape 
Horn spontaneous combustion may 
have been generated In the cargoes 
of each. That both the latter ships 
were all right a considerable time af- 
ter sailing is evidenced bv the report 
of tho "Falklandbank" having been 
spoken shortly before Christmas in 
latitude 31 degrees S., longitude 46 de- 
grees AV. by the Italian barque "Chee- 
co," which arrived at Montevideo Dec. 
27, and of the "Bangalore' having been 
spoken on Nov. 24, latitude 7 degrees 
N.. longitude 2G degrees AV. Captain 
Bobbins, of the "Falklandbank" hailed 
from Yarmouth, N. S., less than 100 
miles across the Bay of Fundav from 
the birthplace of Captain Guffroy, of 
the "Seawall," while Captain Blan- 
chard, of the "Bangalore,' was from 
the State of Maine, another veteran 
navigator. 

Other possibilities beside, the dread 
one of fire, however, have been made 
evident. In regard to these missing 
ships. Both of them would be off Cape 
Horn In the long days of the summer 
in thnt latitude, and while this meanH 
profiably fine weather than In the dead 
of win*:^ A „._ J^.less danger of disaster 
from giiieK; it'is nevertheless a time 
of year when lee Is often free In the 
southern latitudes. A great deal of 
it was reported off the Born In March. 
n,,, 3 "Largo Bay," at Queenstown, Juno 
S, from Portland, Oregon, reports hav- 
ing passed forty-one large Icebergs In 
one day off tho Falkland Islands and 
many others between kit 49 degrees 
and 54 degrees S., together with snow 



News was bought by the Empress 
of India, which arrived yesterday from 
Hongkong, of the loss of the steamer 
Powan of the Canton it Macao Steam- 
ship company, with SO lives, at Capsi- 
inun pass, a"t the gates to Hongkong. 
The steamer began to till quickly and 
Capt. Black tried to run her ashore at 
bullae, Lut before she went far the 
l'jwan sung in eight fathom.?. In an- 
swer to distress signals blown with 
the whlstk- two other steamers came to 
render assistance and saved many of 
th> 200 Chinese passengers and tho 
ci ju. A vlrong ebb tide took the ves- 
sel from her course during fog. The 
majority of the passengers were asleep 
and the disaster tame without vvarn- 

The lose of the steamer was marked 
wiVi much heroism both by the Brit- 
ish officers and Chinese crew. It was 
the story of the Birkenhead over again, 
the crew forming upon the deck at 
their stations, waiting for the end and 
Capt. Black was the last man to leave 
his vessel. Great excitement 1 occurred 
after the stranding for a short lime 
among the Chinese, who were cool un- 
til one man sprang overboard and dis- 
appeared. Then another Chinese 
jumped overboard, with his wife in his 
arms. Both tvero saved. One man, 
who was with his bride, leaped over- 
board with her, clutching a lifebuoy. 
He was drowned and she saved. An- 
other Chinese, with a rope around his 
waist, passed several people to a 
steam launch, and then was drowned. 

The disaster showed how men of 
China can stand by their duty In the 
face of death. For a while all was 
pandemonium, but not for long. As 
usual, the British oflcers stood by their 
posts. The Chinese, coolies most' of 
them, got excited,, but quieted down 
when thev saw or, ( beIleved there was 
no immediate danger. The rain was 
falling at the time, and land was only 
slightly visible, and yet when the ship 
struck most of those doomed Chinese 
stood as one man. 

Then tho ship struck the second and 
third time. One man with Ills bride 
caught hold' of a life buoy and was 
drowned. His newly wedded wife was 
saved. Another man gallantly put a 
ropo round his waist and after send- 
ing two people on board the launch, 
which had then appeared, went down. 
It has often been said that the Chin- 
ese ure not brave; never will those 
who were present at the debacle sug- 
gest the same thing again. 

The engine room . officers and men 
showed great presence of mind. Mr. 
E. E Rodrlgues, and Mr. E. Robson, 
the first and second engineers re- 
mained at their posts as long as they 
were of service and the firemen never 
wavered. In fact every member of 
the crew behaved In a manner worthy 
of all the best traditions of the sailor's 
gallantry. When their services were 
no longer required below the firemen 
sought to compose their compatriots 
among the passengers and in this 
they succeeded with the result that 
the rescue work proceeded with a com- 
parative calmness that facilitated the 
operations. 

In the general tale of heroism there 
are a few Instances which stand out 
conspicuous. Chief Officer Brown, 
who holds the Belillos medal for his 
bravery and life saving during the 
disastrous typhoon of 1906, again dis- 
tinguished himself. Immediately the 
ship foundered he Jumped Into the sea 
to the rescue of a Chinese woman, 
and, fully dressed as he was, he swam 
to her and afterwards took her to a 
boat. The Chinese crew, after seeing 
the passengers supplied with buoys, 
etc., took to the water and floated on 
such wreckage us they could find. The 
chief engineer, while struggling in the 
water, was almost drowned through 
two natives holding on to him, but he 
succeeded In shaking hinisolf free and 
reached the shore In an exhausted 
condition. Though only ono of the six 
lifeboats was lowered the life saving 
rafts did good work-. 



only to be caught' in the ice again on 
April 25. Tho Bayliss was then near 
tho Gulf of Anadir, and the steum 
whaler Bowheud lay in the lec about 
three miles away. 

"Surrounded by giant bergs from tho 
Arctic ocean, which towered forty feet 
above her decks, the whaler seemed to 
those aboard to be caught in some deep 
mountain valley. As long as the sea 
remained calm the Bayliss was safe in 
her snug haven, and until May 15 she 
lay In the ice with little change. Dur- 
ing this time a sharp watch was kept 
for any indications of a 'lead' or lane 
through which the ship could escape, 
but none was found. 

"On May 15 a strong northwest gale 
sprang up and it was soon apparent 
to us that tile big bergs were going to 
make troublesome neighbors if they got 
too close. With cracks and groans and 
occasional reports like the discharge 
of artillery the ice pack began to move 
under the impetus of the northwest 
gale. The bergs closed in against 
the ship, ami we aboard began to fear 
for her sayetw. Frw turned into their 
bunks when night' fell. At about 10 
o'clock it became apparent thai the end 
would come In it few minutes and all 
hands were ordered to abandon ship. 
The ice mountains towering on each 
side were grinding inexorably together 
and the vessel trembled and quivered. 
The stout timbers bulk to buck the 
heaviest ice, cracked ami broke under 
the pressure. 

"Within twenty minutes after the or- 
der to abandon ship the Bayliss was 
crushed like an eggshell. Gathered 
together in the shelter of an ice hum- 
mock, we waited for morning, taking 
such comfort, as we could from im- 
provised shelter. .Many of the men 
had nothing but the clothes in which 
they stood. 

"When rncrnins broke we set out 
across the rough Ice to find the whaler 
Bowhead Deep snow and great moun- 
tains and ridges of ice. which must be 
passed, so prolonged tin.' journey that 
seventeen hours had elapsed when wo 
reached the whaler. There we were 
sheltered and cared for until on May 
31 the Bowhead found a lead to open 
water and sailed for Nome, reaching 
that port June 21. 

"At Nome eight of the crew, includ- 
ing Capt. Bodflsh and the first officer, 
found other employment. The rest of 
the men were shipped to Seattle on the 
Umatilla In the hope of reaching San 
Francisco at the government's expense 
ami finding employment there, and, 
perhaps, of collecting a little from the 
owners of the vessel." 



JAPANESE SEALERS 

IN B ERING SEA 

Steamer Grace Dollar Brings News 
From Pubyloff that Japanese 
Hunters Are Busy 

According to advices received by the 
steamer Grace Dollar which has re- 
turned to San Francisco from Bering 
Sea and Dutch' Harbor United States 
revenue, officers on duty at St. Paul 
Island report that a number of Jap- 
anese sealing schooners arc already 
engaged in Bering Sea, although the 
season does not begin until August 1st. 
Over thirty are expected. 

The Illegal practice of these ships 
two seasons ago resulted in a clash 
between the United States officials 
and the illicit traders, with the re- 
sult that six Japanese were killed af- 
ter landing contrary to the govern- 
ment , regulations. The large number 
of Japanese craft now on their way 
to the, grounds Is viewed with sus- 
picion by .the revenue officers, who 
expect more trouble before the summer 
is over. To protect United States in- 
terests four cutters are now in nor- 
thern waters. 



SHIPWRECKED WHALERS 

TELL_0F DISASTER 

Survivors of tho Whaler William Bay- 
lis Brought From tho North 



Their ship crushed In the giant ice- 
bergs off tho Sibernlan coast, with 
nothing but the clothes they stand in 
saved from the wreck, penniless and 
out of work, thirty-five men of tho 
j crew of the whaler William Bayliss 
reached Seattle by the steamship Uma- 
tilla. The men had hoped that they 
would be carried to San Franclico by 
the government under the law which 
provides for the- transportation of ship- 
wrecked mariners, but at Seattle they 
have reached the first American port, 
excepting Alaska, and the government 
need do no more for them. 

Whalers are hired to work on "lays," 
a percentage of the profits of the ship. 
For tills reason the men have no wages 
due them. 

Henry Kruse, second officer of the 
Bayliss, gives a graphic account of the 
loss of the vessel. 

"The Bayliss left San Francisco last 
March," says Mr, Kruse, "for the sum- 
mer whaling cruise In the Arete: under 
command of Capt. H. II. Bodflsh, and 
carrying forty-three men in all. The 
run north was made without Incident 
until the vessel met the ice In Hiring 
sea,- April 4. For several weeks the 
whaler lay surrounded by such floes 
as 1, who have spent fourteen years 
In those regions on whalers, havo never 
seen before. Finally the Uayllss found 
u lead through the fjocs and escaped,

It 
really did make me ashamed, so now 
I am trying to catch up with those 
Spaniards and Russians."

Vancouver, July At 10.30 Wed- 
nesday morning when the fleet of trail 
■craft were making their way through 
the Narrows to the yacht race, a ca- 
noe in which a young man named 
George Dixon anil a companion upset 
near the Nairows lighthouse, and In 
the fast running tide, they had a nar- 
>row escape. ' They eventually succeed- 
ed In reaching t lie flats as the tide 
was Io\v, hut for the coolhciuled work 
of Dixon, 1)dI li would probably have 
been drowned. 




Vancouver, July 3. — A largo and 
aristocratic audience assembled at St. 
Andrew'.'; Presbyterian church last 
evening to witness the ceremonies in- 
cident to the formal induction of Rev. 
Dr. Mackay into the princlpalship of 
Westminster hall, as the now local 
Presbyterian theological college, affili- 
ated with McGill university, Is now 
known throughout British Columbia. 
The audience reflected the interest of 
those, who have, meat at heart the de- 
velopment of the theological training 
o.L' students for the ministry of the 
church' named, and was in every fea- 
ture an indication that the Important 
educational institution will have the 
full measure of local support. 

On the platform in the almost pio- 
neer church edifice were Rev. Dr. 
Campbell, of Victoria, the venerable 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church; Rev. Dr. Duval, moderator of 
the general assembly of tlm Presby- 
terian church in Canada; Hew J. G. 
Held, B.A., moderator of the Presby- 
tery of Now Westminster, and Rev. J, 
M. Millar, M.A., B.D.. of Nana lino, 
moderator of the. British Columbia 
synod. Principal McGill, of Halifax. 
N.S.; Rev. A. .r. McCi illivray, M.A., and 
Rev. R. .1. Wilson, who. has just re- 
turned from a visit to the old country 
alio occupied seats of honor. 

Alter the devotional exercises, which 
were reverently performed, Rev. Dr. 
Duval preached the sermon, which in 
general terms might be described as 
a homllv on "Life More Abundant." 
The doctor's effort was delivered with 
lino effect and made a deep Impres- 
sion mi the large audience. 

Afterward Dr. Mackay was led to 
the altar, where the other ministers 
descending from the platform in 
solemn procession, ho answered the 
ritual questions propounded from the 
"Book of Procedure" of the Presby- 
terian church. Dr. Mackay'S answers 
were given in a firm, resonant voice 
and with the ring of optimism In the 
tone. 

Then Rev. A. .1. McGillvray recited 
the steps which led up to the choice 
of Dr. Mackay as principal of the new 
college, and stated thut he had first 
been selected by the vote of the Theo- 
logical Board of Management and 
Senate of the proposed college, and a 
request forwarded to the General As- 
sembly for his appointment to the im- 
portant and responsible post. .This 
request had been considered by that 
body and the appointment temporarily 
made with the after result that it had 
been confirmed. 

Dr. Duval then, delivered the charge 
to the newlj' inducted principal, setting 
forth the educational policy of the 
Presbyterian church in Canada. His 
utterances wore- striking, somo of 
them having peculiar force in the city 
of Vancouver. 

Dr.- Duvnl reviewed the career of 
Principal- Mackay as a student, with 
which ho was evidently familiar, and 
later his career as a preacher In 
Montreal, dealing specifically with 
Dr. Mackay's influence over yojung 
moil and his aptitude and fitness' for 
just such an institution as had been 
founded in Vancouver under 'the namo 
of "Westminster. Hall." _ . .' ' 

Dealing with the attitude of tho 
public toward theological institutions 
generally. Dr. Duval said: "Do your 
best; be honest, and then trust the 
people. I have never yet mot that 
sentiment in public opinion which 
fails to respond to such a condition. 
There is something in the mind and 
heart of every man and woman that 
responds to the element of enterprise 
that seeks to build up a character of 
nobility, and I find that it has never 
yet failed to make the necessary ex- 
penditure for the development of this 
characteristic when it Is convinced 
that its money will not bo unwisely 
spent." 

Rev. J. M. Millar, who spoke next, 
said that the Presbyterian people of 
British Columbia had elected the 
present educational system, and they 
should be prepared to stand by their 
choice. He traced the historic rela- 
tions of Prosbyterianism to educa- 
tional institutions, and in a strong, 
vigorous and well prepared address 
showed how the best results that have 
boon obtained in- all the ages' have 
been from missionaries of the gospel 
who have had a full and thorough 
knowledge of that which they them- 
selves set out to teach. "The best 
cfualliled teachers of the gospel were 
those who sat at the foot of the Na- 
zarene," said Mr. Millar, "and these 
men learned at the seat and source of 
evangelical knowledge, what It is 
necessary that every preacher should 
know." He added, wisely, that those 
who have to act as teachers in the 
modern pulpits should be fully equip- 
ped, with the fullest educational ad- 
vantages that are within the roach 
of possibility and that Westminster 
hall would not fail to contribute Its 
share to tho mental developments of 
I those within the care of tho church. 
I Concluding. Rev. Mr. Millar made 
two Interesting observations. Tho 
lirst or these was that tho people of 
the Presbyterian church In the pro- 
1 vince should give a hearty and loyal 
support to the new college, not only 
I financially but in matters of private 
and public conversation.

Ilore is an interesting glimpse of 
some of the life problems which come 
to tho ship's officer — his life — what 
shall he do with it? The article is 
taken from the Nautical Magazine: 

"A question which confronts a cer-_ 
tain class of officer upon obtaining his 
master's certificate, Is 'Which of the 
two, services he will engage in, liners 
or tramps?' The majority of officers 
by the time they have obtained their 
lust certificate have had three or four 
years experience of tramps, and know 
their ways. 

The Officer of a Tramp. 
"Wo will suppose, for sake of argu- 
ment, that a young officer starts al' tho 
bottom of the tree in a tramp company, 
and that he has neither Influence nor 
money to Invest in a command; the 
only two things left to enable him to 
reach the top are 'seniority and merit!: 
the latter we will leave out, assuming 
that wo have all an equal amount of it. 
He gets an appointment in a three-of- 
ficer ship us third, going on a voyage 
which will probably take a year to 
eighteen months before he reaches a 
home port again. If he is lucky he 
may get a step up when ho arrives 
home; the probabilities are that' lie 
won't, so Will hang on hoping for bet- 
ter luck next time. At the end of the 
second voyage lie makes up his mind 
to leave if promotion doesn't come his 
way. By a lucky chance he gets It 
and is made second. But it is now 
two years at least since he joined tile 
company, and from observation it will 
begin to dawn on him thut promotion 
from second to first takes a much 
longer time, than from first to second. 
Let us appoint him chief officer after 
six years' service (which is rather un- 
der the estimate than over in a first- 
class tramp company), but should he 
obtain a command within tho next six 
years lie may consider himself extreme- 
fortunate; twelve years' service is about 
the average. There'are certainly cases 
of men obtaining command within a. 
much shorter period, but we will leave 
these alone In the. meantime, and deal 
only witli the majority. 

"Let us now consider the- case of the 
officer who Joins a liner company. The 
majority of liners carry six officors, 
and the new arrival must start at the 
bottom as the sixth. Four years will 
probably see him a senior second, and 
promotion thence to. master takes no 
longer, from the writer's own observa- 
tion, than It does In a tramp (Inn. 

"The tramp man has perhaps obtain- 
ed command two or three years earlier 
than the offlcor who started In a liner, 
but which of the two Is likely to re- 
tain it the longest? in the majority of 
tramp firms, the master Is expected to 
find most of his own charts, parol lo] 
rulers, binoculars, and in some eases 
his own chronometer. Allowing that 
all the Instruments are of the best 
there happen to be one in the ship; 
charts. They may be Admiralty charts 
— so. much the better if they are — but 
are they up to date in tho "matter of 
correction? I think not. Not only 
that, but can a master bo expected to 
buy charts of all the approaches to the 
different ports he trades to? If so, 
then it's about time his salary were 
double what It is. 

"Then, again, he takes his ship to 
ports scattered All over the world. 
Having possibly never been to any of 
them before; his knowledge of currents 
and local conditions is nil, so he must 
fall back on the sailing directory should 
there happen to .b eon eln the ship; 
still, no amount of reading Is of much 
use without a' little practical exper- 
ience. A'ery uften he lias to take his 
ship to sea floating like a balloon on 
the water, making courses which bring 
tears to his eyes; how 'many masters 
have lost their ships through this cause 
alone?, . Ho must also leave or. enter 
port night or day, very often against 
his own Judgment, talcing risks which

A Model Company. 
"Contrast this with tne company In 
which tiio writer serves. All naviga- 
tional instruments and charts ate sup- 
plied to the ship; tho charts are cor- 
rected up to date; ' tiio compasses urc 
of the best ana latest; the chronometers 
are rated weekly; and' the masters, 
through long experience, havo-acquired 
a good sound knowledge of the local 
conditions of the ports- iney- sail to. In 
the company's . book- of rules if dis- 
tinctly suites that the- master must use 
his own Judgment in entering or leav- 
ing port, and .must not be iniluenced 
by anybody; ho is" on no account, to 
take any risks which will incur loss of 
life or tiamage to his ship (this applies 
lo mail and cargo steamers alike;." 

Obstruction 

Men and journals friendly t'o tho Ot- 
tawa Administration 'profess a lively 
Indignation over the nivtlioda uf warfare 
adopted by the Opposition tlurlng this 
session. They protest . against the 
"Stream of useless talk"- which lias over- 
loaded the pages of Hansard, and which 
lias "lowered t lie dignity of -parliament." 
They ask what right an "irresponsible 
minority" hits' to' dbstrlict tllo public 
business, and tliey conclude with threats 
to have the rules of parliamentary pro- 
cedure revised so that In future the 
powers of tho. minority may tie. curtailed. 

If this Government were devoting all

interference with public business can bo 
defended only when ;i Government turns 
aside from Its duty to busy -itself about 
the needs of the party organization, and 
to defend the cheap and potty camp fol- 
lowers who have been foraging in the 
King's stores. 

Hut what is the chief item of "public 
business" which the opposition at Ot- 
tawa lias obstructed? An election bill 
which proposes to establish separate 
voters' lists in certain provinces. Tho 
bill In not necessary. its only reason 
for existence in that it was demanded 
by a coterie of Western Liberal politi- 
cians of the ' "practical" typo. It was 
under consideration a few years ago, 
hut, presumably, it wis vetoed by Sir 
Charles l-'ltzpatrlck. Now Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler promises to modify tho charac- 
ter of the bill, but declines to put his 
proposals in black ami white. The fact, 
is the Government is loth to give up the 
bill, because it is an excellent thing tor 
the party to control the making of the 
lists. Such a bill Is not public business; 
it Is merely small polities. 

Again, the supporters of the Ministry 
ami oven the Ministers themselves, havo 
shown an extraordinary reluctance to 
investigate charges of Jobbery and 
waste made by members of tho Opposi- 
tion. In the Public Accounts Commit- 
tee for tiio past three years witnesses 
have been encouraged to keep .silence. 
Chairmen have ruled that they need not 
answer certain questions which were 
fair and pertinent. . livery technicality 
possible, has beo.il grasped by Liberal 
.members of the committee to prevent 
the discovery of unpleasant facts. Kven 
when tho Civil .Service Commission re- 
ported ease after case of stupid extrava- 
gance, and held Up tin- Patronage list 
to public scorn, .Ministers attempted to 
put the responsibility upon Conservative 
officials, and the party press was angry 
and abusive. Finally, the Government 
appointed a Commission or impilrv 
Wllicll has not been able to sit for more 
than a week since Kaster. Judge Cas- 
sols asked for assistance in Ills Kx- 
cheQUOr work, so that he could go on 
Willi the Marine Inquiry. Ho, whs prom- 
ised this, but it lias not been forthcom-

There can bo 110 denial of the fact 
that hundreds of men are robbing tho 
treasury by obtaining unfair and extra- 
ordinary profits, The Patronage list and 
all the evils it. brings find defenders ov- 
en in the Cabinet. . Every potty grafter 
who has bellied tile party can depend on 
the Government exerting the whole pow- 
er of Its majority for his protection. 
In brief, tlie Administration has cast 
the country aside In order to solidify tho 
Libera) party. This Is not exaggeration. 
Instance after Instance can be adduced 
In proof. 

Tho Opposition Is justified in taking 
every means available to compel tho 
Government to produce Information, and 
to explain ltseir. The Government ,' is 
in practically the same position as tho 
Conservative Ministry In the early nine- 
ties. The Opposition at that time con- I 
ducted a guerilla warfare, and with 
complete justification. It tines seem ex- 
traordinary that the tone of Parliament- 
ary life has not been raised one lota 
sincn 1S9G.

Again, there | H an unhappy tendenow 
In Canada for Governments to hold over 
Important nubile bills until late in [Kb 
session. There Is no excuse for this. 
There should lie every opportunity of 
foil ami five discussion on all Govern- 
ment legislation That was tile one ob- 
leotlon to the Canadian Northern guar- 
antee and the I. a Hose payment in the 
Inst session of the Legislature. In 
themselves the bills wore not objection- 
able, lint tliev should have been brought 
before the House n good deal earlier. 
If the Dominion Government were to at- 
tend to Its proper business, bring down 
Its measures promptly, sliul down on 
the camp-followers, and allow the paid 
organizers to look mil for the party, 
there would bo no immediate need to 
amend the Rules of Parliament. Per- 
haps In the future, as the country grows 
and the federal business increases, 
some measure of restriction may lie ne- 
cessary, hut at present the Government 
Is wholly to blame if much of Its nro- 
leotecl leirlslul ion is still in the air. —

Youthful Seattle Skipper Cap- 
tured Second Race Through 
-Clever Manoeuvring- 



Vancouver, July 3. — The cleverness 
of Ted Geary and the handlness of the 
Spirit won tho second of the Alexan- 
dra cup scries over the English Bay 
course today and that it was a fair, 
square, and Honest victory for the 
Seattle boat is admitted on every 
hand. There way no question of tides, 
or calms, to detract from the victory 
and the result, which gave the Ameri- 
can boat the win by 1 minute and •(;: 
seconds, was popular for the reason 
that it was the outcome of a struggle 
which has never been equaled in Brit- 
ish Columbia waters and was a win 
obtained by exceptionally clever 
handling after a seeming defeat. 

The Alexandra led for the first two 
legs and it was not until half way 
home on the last leg that Geary got 
ahead. Even then Deano sailed splen- 
didly and got the Alexandra pointing 
so much closer than the Spirit that 
when the latter came about on the 
starboard tack with the right of way, 
the boats came together within a yard 
and almost seemed to touch. 

This was only a hundred yards from 
the finish and the wind died down un- 
til only a light air was blowing. Geary 
was to windward a yard from tlio 
Alexandra and Deane went about in 
an effort to get to windward of Qeary 
but the Seattle boy watched him 
closely and also came about, keeping 
his superior position. 

Thus the game went on. Every time 
Deane came about, Geary followed 
and managed to prevent his opponent 
from securing the weather berth. All 
the time the boats were Hearing the 
line and there was a dead silence 
among the spectators. Coming about 
after one of these tacks the Spirit got 
an air which took her away from tho 
Alexandra and won by the time men- 
tioned. Tlie Spirit is much lighter, 
comes round handily, and gets off on 
a new tack without losing speed while 
her opponent is much .slower at this 
game In a light air and consequently 
lost. 

As a spectacle the race was superb 
for at no time Were tie: boats more 
than 300 yards: apart and the contest 
revealed two things which quite upset 
calculations. First, the Alexandra 
pointed closer than the Spirit, which 
is quite the reverse of what was ex- 
pected, and second, Instead of running 
away from the Spirit on a spinnaker 
run. the Alexandra only beat lo r by 
41 seconds In four miles, for the Spirit 
displayed unexpected class on the free 
run and hung on to her opponent in 
great style. On the reach tho Alex- 
andra did better and gained a good 
lead and It was only on this point of 
sailing that she displayed any su- 
periority. 

Quick on Tack. 

The quickness with which the Spirit 
comes around and gets off on a. new 
tack was what won the race and 
Geary's victory will be all the more 
appreciated when it is remembered 
that lie ran ashore on the Spanish 
bank and remained hung up in the 
wind for half a minute, which, of 
course, took all his way off. 

There was a very small crowd at 
English Day when the race was start- 
ed, the wet weather keeping most of 
tho spectators indoors. 

A good fleet of yachts and launches 
wore present, however, and there was 
it distinct Improvement In the be- 
havior of the skippers for at no time 
was the course obstructed ami tho 
competing yachts were given a clear 
field all the way round. 

Tho Albernl carried the judges, who 
were Messrs. French. Gram, Antic,' 
Bushby, I.eo and Foulscr, the starter, 
Captain French, and tho timekeeper, 
(.'. o. Julian. Captain Barney Johiwon 
again acted as policeman in the Far- 
ragut which boro also Mrs. Dcane and 
hor daughters.

But 
the Blenheim spaniel survives, and hl3 
noble line of descent through two cen- 
turies has been kept and guarded as 
carefully as that of the House of Marl- 
borough in the ducal succession. And 
only at the family seat, Blenheim, 
can you find the pure strain of spaniel 
whose characteristics have ben largely 
preserved through many generations. 
His namesake of the fancy kennel and 
the dog-show has wandered wide from 
the original type, and the comparison 
Is to the advantage of the ancient 
slock. A correspondent who recently 
visited Blenheim, writes: 

"With due respect for the fair ladies 
who keep these charming pets, the' 
older style of Blenheim is just as 
handsome, more companionable, stur- 
> dlcr, and less liable to those failings 
which make old age a nuisance, than 
Is the popular type of this breed."
